were the hottest of the year few com­ 
plaints were reported. For the most 
part Marin residents stayed away 
from the shopping areas and cities 
and took to the shade.

GOLDEN GATE SPAN 14TH 
ANNIVERSARY TOMORROW 
Fourteenth anniversary of the opening of the Golden 
Gate Bridge will be observed tomorrow. The bridge was 
opened to pedestrian traffic on May 27. 1937, and to vehicles 
on the following day. 
A radio broadcast early this afternoon commemorated 
the anniversary7. The broadcast was transcribed early this 
w eek from-the top of the south tower of the bridge. General 
Manager James Rickets and two other employees were inter­ 
viewed by KGO announcer Bob Day. 
In his report to the directors yesterday Rickets said, 
“It is interesting to note that the Bridge District has met 
every financial obligation as it became due since 
(the 
opening), and that, barring the unforeseen, there never 
should be the necessity of ever levying a tax on the property 
of the district during the lifetime of the outstanding bond­ 
ed indebtedness.” 
Rickets reviewed the history of the bridge noting that 
86,000,000 vehicles have crossed the *truaure bringing in 
a total revenue of $42,000,000. In the 14 year period the 
original $35,000,000 indebtedness in non-callable bonds has 
been reduced to $32,400,000 with a total of $19,384;200 in 
bond interest being paid.

San Anselmo timberland broker 
O. O. Barker has been convicted of 
24 counts of mail fraud in land 
deals in which the government 
charged he swindled some 900 cus­ 
tomers out of $800,000.

WASHINGTON (AV-Gen. J. Law­ 
ton Collins, army chief of staff, in­ 
sisted today that Gen. Douglas Mac­ 
Arthur “violated a policy” in send­ 
ing U.S. troops close to the Man­ 
churian border in Korea. 
He said he does not accuse the 
general of violating an “order,” but 
that the joint chiefs of staff feared 
“the thing might be done in some 
other instance of a more serious na­ 
ture.” 
Collins made the statements at 
hearings by the senate armed serv­ 
ices and foreign relations, commit­ 
tees on MacArthur’s dismissal as far 
eastern commander, 
Collins first raised the matter 
yesterday in response to a question. 
It put a whole new issue into the 
MacArthur hearings because of the 
implication that the joint chiefs of 
staff had cautioned MacArthur 
against action which might bring 
the Chinese communist into the Ko­ 
rea war, but he had disregarded 
their policy views. 
With Collins back in the 'witness 
chair, Senator Cain (R-Wash.) re­ 
turned to the question today. 
He told Collins: “On yesterday, 
General Collins, I think you unin­ 
tentionally, and I emphasize that 
word, unintentionally, did a first 
rate h a t c h e t job on General 
MacArthur; and gertainly you led 
the nation to believe that General 
MacArthur violated a field direc­ 
tive, a field order when, in. my opin­ 
ion, he did no such things.” 
Collins, referring to yesterday’s 
testimony, replied: “It is true that 
in answering the first question, I 
indicated that it was a violation of 
a directive, or words to that effect. 
“I promptly .corrected that, and 
made the point that what, in my 
opinion, and I still have this opin­ 
ion, General MacArthur did, was to 
not follow a matter of policy which 
had been clearly delineated to him 
in a directive of the 27th of Sep­ 
tember, if I remember the date cor­ 
rectly.” 
“The point that I endeavored to 
make, and which I hope now to 
make abundantly clear, is that this 
did represent an instance where a 
policy clearly enunciated by the 
chiefs was not followed, and was not 
followed without consulting with the 
joint chiefs of staff.' 
In comment last night on Collins’ 
original testimony, Maj. Gen. 
Courtney Whitney, an aide to Mac- 
Arthur, denied in New York, that 
MacArthur had failed to comply 
with directives. Whitney said, .Mac­ 


Arthur sent the U.S. troops to the 
Yalu River border with Manchuria 
in compliance with basic orders 
under which, he was operating. 
In his exchange today with Cain, 
Collins said he 'regretted “that I 
am forced to go into a discussion of 
this” matter. 
“I have the utmost respect for 
General MacArthur," he said. T 
think his campaign from Austra­ 
lia to the Philippines was sheer 
brillance, one of the most brilliant 
campaigns that I know of in mili­ 
tary history.

Unde Sam Should Get Out 
Of The Freight Business 


WELCOME MOISTURE IN THE OLD DUST BOWL 
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MATTER OF FACT 


Saturday, May 26, 1951 


We were shocked to learn that the United 
States government, among its multifarious 
enterprises, is the biggest handler of freight 
in the world. Her 41,000 post offices handled 
one billion parcels in 1950 with more than 
half of them weighing better than 20 pounds! 
So alarmingly great has this freight business 
grown, it moved Jesse M. Donaldson, post­ 
master general, to remark before a Senate 
appropriations committee recently, “The cost 
of providing the facilities for the freight busi­ 
ness we arc in would be almost prohibitive. I 
would like to give back the freight business to 
the Express Company/* 
Well he might. 
The United States Post Office lost $572,- 
440,000 on parcel post during the past 20 years. 
And it certainly was not the intent of Congress 
to lose money in this wholesale fashion. As a 
matter of fact, Congress decreed that the service 
—originated to help farmers get their produce 
to consumers and receive merchandise from the 
big city—should pay for itself. 
But in August, 1931, due to pressure iroin 
manufacturers, the weight limit of parcels for 
all post office zones and for all classes of post 
offices, was raised to 70 pounds, and the 
dimension limit upped from 84 inches to 100 
inches. Thereby was launched a new freight­ 
ing business with Uncle Sam as sole bag-holder. 
Apparel manufacturers, mail order houses 
and others started to funnel their merchandise 
through United States post offices. 
The Railway Express Company, a private 
enterprise, could not compete with its govern­ 
ment in the matter of taVing millions in losses. 


It had to increase its rates with mounting costs 
or go out of business. And of course the ship­ 
pers who were giving a great deal of lip service 
to the blessings of free enterprise, used the 
lower rates of the post office. 
To show the downgrade trend for the Ex­ 
press Company, they handled 220,400,000 par­ 
cels in 1946 but only 97,000,000 in 1950. The 
post office, on the other hand recorded 821,- 
226,000 parcels in 1946 and one billion in 1950. 
And all the time losing money by the ton. 
There are two bills now up for a hearing 
in Washington which will reverse this trend, 
put the Express Company back into business, 
stop the tremendous yearly losses, take Uncle 
Sam out of the freight business and still let 
parcel post perform its usuaPy fine service for 
people with parcels of reasonable sizes. The 
only ones who will lose are the shippers who 
have been playing Uncle Sam for a sap. 
These bills are Senate Bill 1335 and House 
of Representatives Bill 3465. 
Their purpose is to put smaller weight and 
size limits on parcels coming out of the big city 
zones. For instance in 1949, 55,000,000 parcels 
weighing more than 40 pounds were shipped 
out of Zones One and Two. These would be 
affected by the two measures to some extent. 
But on the other hand, the old limitations 
remain in Zones Three to Eight — the rural 
areas and third and fourth class post offices. 
Postmaster Donaldson is for the measures. 
He ought to know what he's talking about 
since he grew up in the service. W ell string 
along with him if for no other reason than 
to strike a blow for free enterprise.

But deep at the 
roots of public discontent are not so much the 
honest differences, the honest errors, but rather 
the shady, if not dishonest, conduct of many 
Truman appointees and pals. And worse still, the

brazen and distorted loyalty on the part of the 
President toward these individuals. 
Time after time Mr. Truman’s cronies have been 
caught in acts which discredited them and lowered 
administration prestige. But rarely has he taken 
appropriate action.

What damage they do to the nation’s 
self respect or the taxpayer’s pocketbook isn’t 
important—to the President. 
Even when the Kefauver Committee, after careful 
investigation, accused Ambassador William O’Dwyer 
of having fostered the growth of organized crime In 
New York City while serving as mayor, Mr. Truman 
said he saw no reason why O’Dwyer should be 
recalled. 
The only answer to reasoning of that kind is to 
remove the people from office who reason that way.

LONDON —As these words are 
written, the betting appears to be 
about even that the British will 
move troops to south Persia. At 
any rate, they are just about up 
against the grim choice between 
taking all the heavy risks of this 
step, or taking the consequences of 
outright expropriation of their 
Iranian oil resource. 
Furthermore, the British cannot 
easily move troops without a mini­ 
mum of American moral support— 
at least enough to see them 
through a charge of aggression be­ 
fore the United Nations. The fu­ 
ture of the Western alliance, which 
America leads, also hangs upon the 
outcome in Persia. Hence this Brit­ 
ish choice is, at the same time, in­ 
escapably an American choice. 
UNTIL NOW, EVEN the hard­ 
ier spirits in the Foreign Office 
have only been talking about mov­ 
ing troops to “protect the lives of 
British nationals” in Persia. Now, 
however, the veils are dropping. It 
is almost certain that Sir Oliver 
Franks has already been instructed 
to talk with Secretary of State 
Dean G. Acheson about the more 
realistic problem of protecting the 
foundations of the British economy 
and the strategic balance in the 
Middle East. 
Events over last weekend forced 
this facing of facts, from which 
London has hitherto shrunk away 
almost as nervously as Washington. 
Last Saturday, the British Ambas­ 
sador at Teheran, Sir Francis 
Shepherd, rather desperately sug­ 
gested to the Shah that he might 
form a more rational government. 
But it was too late for this expe­ 
dient. On Sunday while the Prime 
Minister, Dr. Mossadegh, crouched 
in his barricaded room, his repre­ 
sentative, Hussian Makki, told the 
Persian Parliament that the exist­ 
ing government would never nego­ 
tiate the oil dispute with the Brit­ 
ish.

East. 
IT MAY TOUCH OFF a Russian 
invasion of north Persia. It will 
qtuie probably give the Communist 
Tudeh party the desired chance to 
seize power at Teheran. It will per­ 
haps result in a far more disagree­ 
able repetition of the Korean pat­ 
tern on Persian soil. It may, just 
conceivably, lead to a world war. 
The list of objections is formidable 
indeed. 
But as usual, the choice now Is 
not between bad and good, but be­ 
tween evil and more evil. If Ameri­ 
can influence or indifference deters 
the British government from pro­ 
tecting their oil resource, the fol­ 
lowing consequences will be almost 
unavoidable. 
FIRST, THE BRITISH economy, 
which depends exclusively upon 
Middle Eastern oil, will receive a 
fatal blow. The huge American in­ 
vestment in maintaining the Brit- 
as a great power ally will be trans­ 
formed into money Sown the drain. 
What has previously been done for 
Britain will be forgotten because 
America has not stood by her ally 
In this hour of need; and the 
Anglo-American partnership, the 
core of Western strength, will dis­ 
solve in a tempest of mutual re­ 
crimination. 
Second, the economies of West­ 
ern Europe and India will also be 
disrupted. And a cessation of the 
oil flow from Abadan will make it 
fantastically costly, and in war­ 
time almost prohibitively difficult, 
to supply the fleets in the Mediter­ 
ranean and the vital strategic air- 
bases there.

Bosses' Energy Sapped By Filling 
Out All Those Government Forms 


A MIRACLE MAY of course res­ 
cue the British and American pol­ 
icy makers from the dilemma on 
whose horns they have been wrig­ 
gling like befuddled tadpoles. But 
since little short of a miracle can 
prevent the grim choice from being 
made now, it is wise to examine its 
real nature. 
No one in his senses can find 
much that is attractive about the 
first alternative — a movement of 
British troops to south Persia. 
Britain does not really have enough 
airborne forces for the Job. Even 
to secure control of the minimum 
territory, Abadan island with its 
vital refinery, will be a dirty busi­ 
ness, probably involving heavy loss­ 
es of life on both sides. Such a 
crass imperialistic act will make, 
to say the least, a bad impression 


THIRD, PERSIAN SUCCESS in 
expropriating British oil will set 
an example that will quickly be 
imitated In Egypt, in Iraq, and in 
every other nation in a remotely 
similar situation. There will be no 
controlling the chain reaction. Fur­ 
thermore, the strain imposed on 
these weak governments by biting 
off so much more than they can 
chew, will equally inevitably pro­ 
duce secondary political results of 
great violence. Dr, Mossadegh and 
his followers think the; are keep­ 
ing one jump ahead of the Tudeh 
party by their handling of the oil 
issue. But it is even more likely 
that the Tudeh will be the ulti­ 
mate beneficiary if Dr. Mossadegh 
now succeeds in his plans, than if 
he is frustrated by forcible meas­ 
ures.The price of a policy of inaction, 
in short, is a gigantic change in 
the world balance of power, alter­ 
ing the whole Middle Eastern pat­ 
tern, shaking the Western alliance 
to its foundations, and perhaps de­ 
stroying it. This is no Mexican oil 
squabble. This is the terrible game 
of power politics, being played for 
the greatest stakes. 


NEW YORK (/P)—'One of the big 
shortages in America today is 
bosses. 
It used to be the ambition of 
every barefoot boy to grow up and 
become a boss. Fewer and fewer 
young people now seem to want 
that goal. 
The usual reasons; 
“Bosses have to work too hard.” 
“Bosses don’t have any fun.” 
“It’s too hard on your nerves. A 
boss has to get along with every­ 
body.” 
These typical remarks show the 
change in the status of the boss in 
human society. 
For generations the boss has 
been a symbol of authority and 
oppression, real or imagined. 
Scrooge was his immortal carica­ 
ture. He was pictured as a miser­ 
ly martinet who lived the life of 
Riley and spread terror among his 
hirelings because of his terrible 
temper. 


BUT TODAY? The boss is now 
gently lampooned in cartoons as a 
fussy, mousy, middle-aged man 
forever being frustrated in his at­ 
tempts to get his employees to do 
their work. He is more an object 
of pity and affection than of dread. 
People are beginning to feel 
sorry for him because he has such 
a hard life. Even big corporations 
feel sorry for their own bosses. 
They say their executives are kill­ 
ing themselves with nervous strain 
and overwork. 
In former times the boss often 
came to the office with a hangover 
and his employee arrived with an 
ulcer. Today the situation is about 
reversed. At least this is what 
bosses sometimes mumble to each 
other confidentially. (They would 
not dare make such a complaint 
where the employees might hear it. 
An employee now prefers to have 
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his hangovers referred to with more 
dignity—such as “overnight pneu­ 
monia.”) 
WHO USED TO PLAY golf on 
weekends? The bosses. Nowadays a 
boss goes to the links on Saturday 
with a guilty feeling. He knows he 
will see some of his hired hands 
there, and they will be wondering 
why he isn’t at home catching up 
on his paper work. 
Fifty years ago if the boss didn’t 
like the way a man was doing his 
job he would bark: 
“You’re fired—you loafer. Get 
your pay and get out I” And the 
trembling culprit would slink out 
of the office, hoping the boss would 
not blackball him elsewhere. 
But now? If the boss doesn’t like 
something about a hired hand’s 
work, he calls him into his private 
office and says: 
“Here, Joe. Have a cigar. I want 
to talk to you about your work.” 
“Whatsa matter with my work?” 
says Joe belligerently. 
“Nothing nothing,” says the boss 
nervously. “It’s probably all my 
fault, Joe. Don’t get the idea I'm 
criticizing you. 
“JUST LIE DOWN on the couch 
here and light up the cigar and tell 
me your troubles. Maybe we can 
get at it that way. Are you having 
any difficulties at home? Did you 
hate your father as a child?” 
And the boss goes into his new 
role—father, buddy, and amateur 
psychologist. Because he is afraid 
that if he can’t straighten Joe out 
the boss above him will blame him 
—not Joe. 
All bosses, of course, don’t enjoy 
this role. I met one sternly grumpy 
character who says it is all non­ 
sense, and that bosses ought to get 
back to being old-fashioned bosses 
again and quit playing nurse. 
“But you don’t shout at your own 
employees the way you used to,” I 
said. “You’re getting mellow your­ 
self.” 
“Mellow, hell!” he said. “I just 
don’t have the energy to yell at 
them anymore. Got to spend all 
my time filling out government 
forma."

High Cost Of Living May 
Be Tapering Off At Last 
By JAMES MARLOW 
WASHINGTON 0P1—1The cost of 
living has practically come to a 
standstill for the first time since 
the outbreak of the Korean war 
last June. 
That statement Is based on a 
report by the government’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics (BLS) which 
every month puts out figures on 
living costs in this country. 
Because of the work needed to 
gather the figures and appraise 
them, this BLS report is always a 
month behind. 
SO THIS LATEST report shows 
what happened to living costs be­ 
tween March 15 and April 15. 
Using a new BLS formula, it 
showed this: 
Living costs in that period rose 
only one-tenth of one percent, the 
smallest increase in any month 
since June, 1950, when the Korean 
fighting started. 
The figures which go into this 
report are gathered by employes 
of BLS in 55 cities. Prices in one 
city usually differ a bit, up or 
down, from any other city. 
So, while the cost of food in one 
city may be higher or lower than 
in another, BLS has to figure what 
the average price is on all the 
items it checks. 
For that reason housewives in 
a city where food is high may be. 
surprised to learn that, for the 
country as a whole, food prices 
dropped two-tenths of one per cent 
in the month from March 15 to 
April 15. 
(Chief reason for the food price 
drop was lower prices in fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Frozen food 
prices dropped one per cent. Eggs 
went down two per cent. Meat 
prices went up one-tenth of one 
per cent because, while prices dip­ 
ped on chickens and pork, they 
went up on beef, veal, lamb and 
fish.) 
PUT THE BLS—In figuring the 


cost of living In general—checks 
on more than food. As part of the 
cost of living it also includes these 
major items: clothing, housefur- 
nishings, fuel, electricity and re­ 
frigeration; miscellaneous goods 
and services, such as theater 
prices, carfare, doctor bills, hos­ 
pital rooms; and rent. 
And this Is what the BLS had to 
say on those things for the month: 
clothing—up two-tenths of one per 
cent: housefurnishings — up one- 
half of one per cent; fuel, elec­ 
tricity and refrigeration — down 
one-tenth of one per cent; miscel­ 
laneous goods and services — up 
two-tenths of one per cent; and 
rent—up 1.4 per cent. 
If you want to know where we 
stand on living costs in general, 
the following figures may be of 
some help: 
Living costs now are the highest 
in history. In figuring living costs 
in recent years BLS had to choose 
some period when prices were con­ 
sidered fairly stable. So it chose 
1935-39, which it calls the base 
period. 
LIVING COSTS NOW are 846 
per cent above that base period. 
You can understand how living 
costs have risen in recent years, 
particularly since OPA began to 
die in 1946 and its controls were 
taken off iñ June of that year. 
This will show how: 
For most of the time between 
the 1935-39 period and 1946, be­ 
cause of the war emergency, OPA 
sat on prices. Between that base 
period and 1946 living costs went 
up only 33*4 per cent. But now 
they are 84.6 per cent higher than 
that base period. 
OPA was revived this year under 
another name—office of price sta­ 
bilization (OPS)—and slapped its 
controls on prices late in January 
after the great upsurge, following 
tha Korean outbreak in Juna, I960,

I don’t know 
just wrhat they’re doing to our 
water supply in recent wrecks, but 
I very definitely do know that the 
same thing has happened to me, as 
an individual again, and more 
than likely to a number of other 
folks, who have not as yet isolated 
the cause of their discomfort. I 
like the “pure ale of Father 
Adam,” and I most certainly wish 
these mass experimenters would 
leave it alone. It’s awfully good 
stuff, and awfully good for you, if 
they let It be, with reasonable fil­ 
tering, and let those w’ho will take 
flourine tablets, and wliat-not else, 
but please, please let the rest of 
us, who just like a nice, cool glass 
of water have it, unadulterated, to 
drink.

Here are some figures on what 
happened: 
Between June 15, 1950 and April 
15, 1951 living costs went up 81* 
per cent. In that period food went 
up about 11 per cent, clothing a 
little over 10 per cent, rent 3.2 per 
cent, fuel, electricity and refrigera­ 
tion 3H per cent, and housefur­ 
nishings — which increased more 
than anything else in price—up 
14.6 per cent. Miscellaneous ser­ 
vices rose in that period 6 per cent. 
FROM JAN. 15, 1951—OPS con­ 
trols went in on Jan. 26, 1951— 
until April 15, 1951, living costs 
rose 1.7 per cent. In that period 
this was the increase on the va­ 
rious items: 
Food—70 1.7 per cent-: clothing 
—up 2.6; rent—up 1.4; fuel, elec­ 
tricity and refrigeration—up one- 
half of one per cent; housefurnish­ 
ings—up 2.1; miscellaneous items 
—up 1.5 per cent. 
(BLS recently changed the way 
it figures its living costs to account 
for changed buying habits, and 
issues two tables. The later one is 
called the new index. That was the 
one followed here. The old index 
would have shown there was no 
increase at all between March and 
April, not even one-tenth of ona 
per-cent.)

BOMBS REDS IN KOREA 


Ens. Foster Mahood Completes 
His 50th Combat Flying Mission 


Ensign Foster R. Mahood of Lark­ 
spur recently 
completed 
his 50th 
combat mission over Communist- 
held Korea. He is a Corsair fighter 
plane pilot with Air Group 10 aboard 
the USS Princeton, flagship of the 
fast carrier Task Force 77. 
Each of the missions was over 
three hours long. The swiftly shift­ 
ing Princeton, launching planes at 
one point off the coast one day and 
then several hundred miles away 
the next, enables her aircraft to 
carry heavy bomb loads and stay 
over several different targets for 
long periods of time. 
Planes of the Princeton are pro­ 
viding close air support for United 
Nations ground forces in Korea with 
low level 
bombing, napalm 
and 
strafing attacks, and are disrupting 
the flow of enemy reinforcements by 
knocking out bridges, trains, tanks 
and trucks, and blasting tunnels 
along stragetic routes. 
The mission th at impressed En­ 
sign Mahood more than any other, 
took place the 21st day of March. 
It was late In the afternoon. 
The 
weather was hazy . , . the target 
area was ‘socked in’ . . . the air was 
heavy with smoke and dust from 
artillery 
shells 
and 
bombs 
and 
rockets. 
"I was ‘Tail-end Charlie’ of a four 
plane division,” said Mahood. 
"It 
was a close 
air 
support mission 
against Red troops on a 7.000 foot 
mountain about 20 miles from the 
coastal city of Kang-nung.” 
The mountain was called Kyeban’- 


of the m ountain by about 500 Com­ 
m unist soldiers on a nearby ridge. 
The Reds were lobbing m ortar shells 
into the Roks and it was only a 
m atter of time before they would all 
have been killed. 
“A ‘mosquito’ controller pointed 
out the target fo ruse,” said Ma­ 
hood, “and said to wipe them out. 
It was going to be a tough job be­ 
cause of all the mountains and the 
air was bumpy and rough.” 
To make m atters worse, the Reds 
retreated into a narrow ravine when 
they heard the 
Navy 
planes ap­ 
proaching. 
Ensign Mahood said “We came in 
over the ridge and pushed into the 
ravine. 
It 
was 
pretty 
rugged. 
Ground was level with us on both 
sides.” 
The Princeton 
pilots 
napalmed, 
bombed, rocketed 
and strafed in 
some half-dozen runs. The mosquito 
controller said about 300 troops fell 
during the attack. 
This mission impressed 
Ensign 
Mahood more than any other be­ 
cause, as he put it, “The area was 
so mountainous and the troops were 
hard to hit. And then we probably 
saved a lot of lives.” 
Mahood entered flight training at 
Pensacola, Fla., 
August 
1948 and 
won his wings in May, 1950. He has 
been with Air Group 19 since June, 
1950. 
His wife, Mrs. Barbara Mahood, 
lives at 36 Elm avenue, Larkspur.

CALIFORNIA OUTDOORS 
State Fish May Be 
A National Record 


By JIM THOMAS 


BAN FRANCISCO UP)—The 85- 
pound striped bass which Wendell 
Olson, young Turlock truck farmer 
caught in the San Joaquin river 
last week was the second fish 
caught in California waters ao far 
this year that stands a chance of 
making a national record for 1951. 
Wendell’s big fish, taken on bait 
near Crow’s Landing, was nearly 11 
pounds heavier than the fish which 
won the National Field and Stream 
striped bass division In 1950. The 
top prize went to Robert B. Smith 
on a 54 pound 5 ounce bass taken at 
Cuttyhunk, Mass. So unless some­ 
one has phenominal luck later this 
year, the Turlock fish would seem 
to stand & chance of being tops in 
the nation. 
The 65-pound lunker is apparently 
the largest striper taken by rod and 
line In California since 1915. 
Joe Dearing, rod and gun editor 
of the San Francisco Call-Bulle- 
tin, recalled in connection with the 
big catch that the late Frank Lep- 
po of Santa Rosa took a 75 pound 
striper in the Russian river in 1915. 
Earl Crawford of Monte Rio, a vet­ 
eran and constant fisherman, sup­ 
ports Joe’s memory and added the 
information that the big fish Lep- 
po took was hooked at Duncan’s 
Mills and was weighed and record­ 
ed at Monte Rio. 
Crawford 
also 
reported 
that 
Wayne Sturgis of Sebastopol had 
taken in the years past a 59 1-2 
pounder at Duncan’s Mill, and that 
he had landed a 64-pounder in the 
Russian river. 
Quite a number of 
other stripers over 50 pounds have 
been taken in the past from the 
Russian, where runs have always 
been small, but contained only very 
large fish. 
The second fish likely to make 
a national record is the 15-pound 
steelhead which Charles Barfield, 
San Francisco attorney and mem­ 
ber of the Golden Gate Angling 
and Casting Club, took on a fly in 
the Garcia river late in February. 
Only one larger rainbow trout 
taken on a fly was recorded by Field 
and Stream last year. That was a 
15 pound, 12 ounce steelhead tak­ 
en in British Columbia. And that 
kind don’t come often enough to 
bet on them. 
Charlie’s big steelie was taken on 
a Fall’s Favorite fly, which is a 
hot looking creation tied on a num­ 
ber 4 bead head hook, with a silver 
wire body and bright orange tags 
at each end and a 
hot 
orange 
streamer wing. 
The fly was given to Barfield by 
Virgil Sullivan, top-notch steelhead 
angler from the Russian river, and 
used when a lot of ether excellent 
flies had failed to connect in two 
days of hard fishing. 


You never can tell what fish wfll 
do. 
Charlie caught hie big eteettg 
after two fruitless days of hard 
fishing and It was one of the very 
few fish taken on the river during 
that time. 
Pinto Lake—near Wateonvffle-* 
has been a hot producer of good 
sized black bass all spring, but a 
friend of mine spent two days there 
last week and landed only one small 
bass for his efforts. 
He saw very 
few others taken. (I think maybe 
he didn’t know all there is to know 
about bass fishing). 
But, on the other hand, Clear 
Lake, which has been reportedly 
poor all season, was exceedingly 
good to Jack Horner of San Fran­ 
cisco last week end. Jack went to 
Clear Lake with his tongue in hie 
cheek and tied Into one of the best 
bass fishing trips he ever had. He 
reported limits of bass up to 4 
pounds for two days and tossed 
back a lot of “little ones'* under 
two pounds. Jack is strictly a fly 
rod operator, and one of the best. 
He fished the southwest section of 
the lake. 
Ray Langley, another San Fran­ 
cisco angler, reports that conditions 
are getting to be just about what 
the fly fisherman dreams about ill 
the Ml. Lassen area. 
Ray spent 
last week-end on the Rising river. 
He came back complaining. 
The 
fish he hooked just straigthened out 
his hooks and kept on traveling. 
With the coming of warmer 'wea­ 
ther, the black bass fishing along all 
the reservoirs and streams In the 
central valley should be improving. 
Don Pedro reservoir is reported 
the best bet so far. The big reser­ 
voir east of Modesto has produced 
catches up to 6 pounds this month. 
The best luck has been with small 
plugs or bugs and streamers cast­ 
ing from a boat into the shallows 
along shore. 
, 
The trout season opens Saturday 
in the high Sierra counties which 
have been closed w’hile the rest of 
the state was open for the past 
month. 
The light winter and scant (com­ 
paratively .speaking) snowfall in the 
higher country for the past year, 
promise that more waters will be 
fishable at opening than for many 
years past. 
However, anglers going Into the 
high country should 
check 
local 
road conditions and go prepared 
to take care of themselves.

FOR WHITE HOUSE? 


Writer Thinks Truman Will Run 
If He Is Silent 2 More Months 


By LYLE C. WILSON 


WASHINGTON (U.R)—If President 
Truman remains silent another two 
or three months on his 1952 plans, 
politicians of both parties logically 
will conclude he has decided to run 
again or to name his successor. 
No other conclusion would toe 
possible. No Democrat can com­ 
fortably go after the 1952 presiden­ 
tial nomination until he knows for 
sure that Truman doesn’t want it. 
Back there in 1938-39 Paul V. Mc­ 
Nutt of Indiana began to prance 
and neigh like a presidential start­ 
er. 
McNutt dared to assume FDR 
would not seek a third term al­ 
though the president was maintain­ 
ing purposeful silence. Things hap­ 
pened to McNutt, including the 
leaking to the press of embarrassing 
stories that his income tax returns 
were suspect and being investigated. 
The tax collectors had nothing on 
McNutt at all, but the vague re­ 
ports of tax irregularities helped 
stop McNutt’s brief boom. 
So long as FDR was silent, no 
other Democratic candidate could 
get going. When the nominating 
convention met in 1940 there was 
nothing it could do but nominate 
him, there being no other starters

Truman’s silence similarly keeps 
the brakes on other Democrats. Few 
statesmen of either party who have 
achieved a governorship or a seat 
in Congress have doubted their fit­ 
ness for the White House. If the 
president announced this summer 
that he would not be a candidate 
again there would be a dozen or 
more active contenders in the field 
within 24 hours. 
His continued silence will permit 
the “draft” idea to develop as it 
was successfully nurtured by FDR 
in 1939-40. The pattern already is 
developing with National Commit­ 
tee Chairman William M. Boyle, Jr., 
as master cutter. He was around the 
White House early this month to 
tell Truman that “most Democratic 
party leaders want him to run for 
re-election.” 
Barring 
a 
definite 
withdrawal 
statement from the president, the 
1952 Democratic convention almost 
inevitably will assemble prepared to 
nominate him again. But even at 
that late date Truman could achieve 
a spectacular switcheroo. 
His own sudden withdrawal ac­ 
companied by endorsement of any 
one of several Democrats doubtless 
would obtain the nomination of the 
man of his choice by a startled con­ 
vention. It could be Gen. Dwight P. 
Eisenhower, Chief Justice Fred M. 
Vinson, Associate Justice William 
O. Douglas, Sen. Paul H. Douglas, 
HI., or, even, some lesser light. 
Such a maneuver smartly execu­ 
ted would get Mr. Truman whom­ 
ever he wanted. But unless per­ 
fectly timed, any efforts to by-pass 
Eisenhower 
unquestionably 
would 
rally an instant movement in his 
favor. Ike’s stock with conservative 
Democrats is high. The left wingers 
don’t like him. 
There would be precedent for a 
mid-summer statement from Mr. 
Truman. It was mid-summer 1927 
when from the Black Hills of 
S o u t h 
D a k o t a 
came 
Calvin 
Coolidge’s famous statement: I do 
not choose to run in 1928. 
That sentence released the Re­ 
publican boom for Herber Hoover.

Presbyterian Church Unit Says 
Its Preachers Are Underpaid

CINCINATn (A*)—A department 
of the Presbyterian church in the 
U.SA. has 
frankly 
said 
that a 
“large number” of its churches un­ 
derpay their preachers. 
The department of ministerial re­ 
lations asked the general assembly 
governing body of the church, to do 
something about the situation. 
The average salary of the church’s 
8,000 
active 
pastors 
is 
between 
$3,400 and $3,700 a year. Some get 
as low as $2,100; some get $8,000 or 
$9,000. 
An official estimated that minis­ 
ter’s salaries had increased perhaps 
25 per cent in the last 10 years, 
compared with boosts of 50 and 100 
per cent in other occupations. 
A clergyman 
is 
a professional 
man. TO become a minister in the 
Presbyterian church, Ü.S.A., a man 
must go to college for four years, 
then spend three more years in a 
theological seminary. 
Yet, “where can you find in any 
walk of life professional men who 
would serve for $3,000 a year?” ask­ 
ed Howard Hamilton of Columbus, 
O., executive secretary of the min­ 
isterial relations department. 
He 
added: 
“Too many congregations allow 
their ministers to live on inadequate 
salaries. 
And I don’t think It’s 
right.” 
Hamilton’s department, comment­ 
ing that it found numerous pastors 
were dissatisfied with their present 
pastorates and wanted to change, 


said the chief reason “is the inade­ 
quate salary paid by a large number 
of our particular churches” 
The 
department informed 
the 
general assembly further: 
“The failure of churches to recog­ 
nize that the increasing costs of liv­ 
ing affect their minister as infla­ 
tion has affected all others within 
our nation’s economy has caused 
our minisry to suffer and to endure 
a lower standard of living.” 
The department asked the general 
assembly to encourage Presbyteries 
and churches to increase salaries. 
The minister Is handicapped in 
getting a pay raise. He doesn’t be­ 
long to a union or trade group which 
could go to bat for him. A minis­ 
ter, according to tradition, Is “call­ 
ed” to preach the word of God. It 
is presumed that he enters the min­ 
istry not to Improve his economic 
well-being but to fulfill a mission. 
Therefore, he has to be extremely 
modest In indicating he needs a pay 
increase. 
Privately, however, clergymen 
will tell you that they work an 
average of 72 hours a week. 
The 
standard in industry is 40 hours. 
The problem of adequate salaries 
for pastors was submitted to the 
general assembly as it resumed de­ 
liberations under a new moderator. 
Dr. Harrison Ray Anderson, pas­ 
tor of the 3,000 - member Fourth 
Presbyterian church of Chicago was 
elected to the position late yester­ 
day. The office pays no salary, but 
Its holder is honorary leader of the 


church's 2,448,590 members. 
The general assembly chose Dr. 
Anderson over two other candidates. 
He received 599 votes, against 129 
for Dr. Allan MacLachlan Frew of 
Ardmore, Pa., and 125 for the Rev. 
James T. M. Wilson of Elmira, N.Y. 
Dr. Anderson took over the office 
from the retiring moderator, Dr. 
Hugh Ivan Evans of Dayton, O., 
and in an acceptance speech urged 
his fellow churchmen to help uplift 
civic morality. 
“We meet,” he said, “in a time 
which is so alarming that It need 
not be referred to.” 
He asserted that Americana had 
been shocked by the Kefauver com­ 
mittee’s “revelation of corruption of 
great cities.” 
He named Chicago, 
Philadelphia (where Presbyterian, 
U.S.A., headquarters Is located) and 
Washington among them. 
“Let the Presbyterian church cry 
out against this rottenness,” the new 
moderator exhorted. 
Dr. Anderson is 58 years old and 
entered the ministry in 1914 after 
giving up an engineering career. 
Besides his Chicago church, he has 
held pastorates in Ellsworth and 
Wichita, Kansas. He was vice-mod­ 
erator of the general assembly in 
1943. 
He is a leader in the movement 
to reunite his church with the Pres­ 
byterian 
church in 
the 
United 
States, which has approximately 
500,000 members in the south. The 
two separated during the civil war 
over the slavery issue.

Yesterday, I found a package on 
my front door step addressed to 
‘‘The Hon. Alben Barkley, V.P.” It 
contained two chickens, the broiling 
or frying kind. 
It turned out that the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture girl got mixed 
up addressing the packages and sent 
the Veep’s to me and vice versa. 
I don’t know whether Mr. Barkley 
enjoyed my chickens, but the three 
of us at my house sure jiked his. 
The birds came from one of th® 
famed “chicken of tomorrow” flocks, 
which the Agriculture Department 
is interested in. These sweater girls 
of the hen house are the end result 
of a long process of cross-and-criss­ 
cross breeding to develop a bigger- 
busted and fatter-legged chicken. 
H. L, Shrader, an Agriculture De­ 
partment expert who calls himself 
the world’s champion turkey carver, 
has some good advice on how to 
prepare a good chicken for the 
broil. 
Cut out the back, neck and breast 
bone, aid snip off the wingtlps. 
Nick each joint in the wings and 
shoulders and also the joints be­ 
tween the drumsticks and second 
joint, and between the second joint 
and back. 
Shrader says this permits you to 
put the second joints, drumsticks 
and wings up flat on the body where 
they’ll retain their juiciness. 
Now clip off the end of the 
drumstick bone. The meat will draw 
up on the drumstick and leave a 
handle. 
Broil the bird under a hot flame 
with bone-side up for two-thirds of 
the cooking time, then meat side up 
for the remaining third. Be sure 
your flame is hot enough to get a 
golden-brown, crisp-skinned, juicy 
bird. Baste frequently with butter 
or barbecue sauce. 
We tried at our house. Hope the 
vice president did the same.

Selling Homes 


Congress may have some good 
news for both prospective home 
buyers and sellers. Legislation has 
been introduced which would waive 
profits made when a home owner 
sells his home and buys another 
property costing the same or more 
than his original property. 
The tax break is explained by 
Congressman Aime Forand of Rhode 
Island on the “Housing Headlines” 
radio program heard over radio 
station KTIM. 
Congressman Forand explains the 
tax break this way: 
If a man paid $5.000 for his home 
several years ago and sells it today 
for $10.000 he is liable for a capital 
gains tax on his paper profit of 
$5.000. 
Under 
the 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Forand the tax would be waived on 
all of the paper profit which was 
used to buy another home. If the 
second house cost only $9,000, how­ 
ever, the taxable profit would be 
$1,000, since the original house sold 
for $10.000.

California Leads 
In School Money 


California’s 
educational 
systemby 60 percent, junior college 125 per- 
long ago lost its rustic “little red 
schoolhouse” 
airs, 
until 
it 
now 
holds a position of dominance in 
State finance. The “little red school 
house” has become a half billion 
dollar institution. 
Exceeded only by New York in the 
amount spent for public schools, 
California this year will provide 
education 
for over two million 
children and adults at a cost of 
$550,000,000. 
In order to present an objective 
close-up of the financing of public 
schools in California, the California 
State Chamber of Commerce Tax­ 
ation and Research departments 
have prepared a booklet titled Pub­ 
lic School Finance in California. 
The booklet Is being sent to the 
entire membership of the State 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The study contains a brief sta­ 
tistical picture of the growth of our 
state educational system in terms of 
finance. It predicts that expendi­ 
tures for public schools are sure to 
increase in California. Greater en­ 
rollment will be one reason. In­ 
creases will also come from higher 
teacher salaries and a trend toward 
smaller classes. 
The State Chamber’s study points 
to the tremendous influx of people 
brought into this state during the 
wartime expansion period. This in­ 
flux placed a heavy burden on the 
educational system. 
Since the beginning of World War 
II, the Chamber reported, element 
tary school attendance has increased 


cent and high school 15 percent. Th# 
attendance Jump hag brought with 
it the problem of finance through­ 
out the state’» 2,209 school dis­ 
tricts. 
By comparison, with nine other 
states with over four million popu­ 
lation, California is exceeded only 
by North Carolina In the percent of 
income 
payments 
to 
individuals 
which is used for public schools. 
Teachers’ salaries make up th# 
larger part of school costs, and 
California stands second only to 
New York for the highest average 
salary for teachers. New York has 
the highest per capita payments to 
individuals, 
but 
because 
of 
its 
wealth, less of its income is ab­ 
sorbed by public schools, and it is 
well done on the list with respect 
to the percent of income used for 
education. 
Average 1949 salaries for teachers 
in the ten states were as follows: 
New York $3,975; California $3,- 
776; Michigan $3,500; New Jersey 
$3,400; Massachusetts $3,376; Illi­ 
nois and Ohio $3,100; Texas $2,975; 
Pennsylvania 
$2,896; 
and 
North 
Carolina $2,550. 
The cost per pupil in average 
daily attendance in 1949 in the ten 
states was: 
New York $312, New Jersey $293, 
Illinois $278, California $268, Ohio 
$230, Michigan $220, Massachusetts 
$214, Pennsylvania $196, Texas $182 
and North California $125. 
The per pupil cost in California 
ten years ago In 1940 was $142.

YOUR HEALTH 
Internal Ear 
Disorder 
By HERMAN N. BUND ESE X, M.D. 
It is fascinating when we know 
that the body gains its sense of bal­ 
ance through little structures lo­ 
cated in the internal ear; thus any­ 
thing which damages or disturbs 
these parts is likely to result in the 
annoying symptom of vertigo or 
dizziness. 
Generally, 
these 
con­ 
ditions fall into one of three groups. 
.In the first, there is a 'disturbance of 
the tiny semi-circular canals of the 
ears; in the second, occur those con­ 
ditions which exaggerate the ear’s 
nervous reflexes, and in the third, 
those which destroy the reflexes en­ 
tirely. 
In one disturbance of the semi­ 
circular canals, known as Meniere’s 
disease, the victims appear as if 
"they were intoxicated. This is due 
to their unsteadiness or inability to 
stand. In addition to this severe 
dizziness, there may be sickness at 
the stomach and vomiting. Attacks 
occur at frequent intervals. While 
they last only a few hours, their 
effects may be felt for days. Deaf­ 
ness and ringing in the ears ac­ 
company the attacks in most cases 
and the power of hearing is slowly 
lost. 
The same sort of symptoms may 
occur with a long-continued infec­ 
tion in the middle part of the ear, 
and gradual nerve destruction re­ 
sults. There is dizziness, ringing of 
the ears, and jerking of the 
called nystagmus, along with other 
evidences of disturbance of the in­ 
ner ear.

However, severe attacks may last 
for several days, or there may be 
slight symptoms which persist for 
weeks or months, with dizziness 
which is felt especially in the m orn­ 
ing. These symptoms may disappear 
eye (after rest and relaxation. The in­ 
ner ear may be damaged by infec­ 
tions and poisons to such an extent 
that all reflexes from the ear struc­ 
tures are lost. In such case, the pa­ 
tient can neither walk nor stand 
steadily, and there is much dizzi­ 
ness.

LAST OF SERIFS 
Gardener Must Race 
PEST-KILLING- 
Hordes Of Bugs 
By ROBERT E. GEIGER 
AP N ewsf «atures Writer 
If you plant a vegetable garden 
the chances are that you and the 
bugs will be in a race to harvest 
it from the time the plants pop up 
until the end of the season. 
'There .are several ways for you 
to win the race: 
1. Choose disease-resistant vari-, 
eties of vegetables when these are 
available. 
2. After they are planted do 
everything possible to give them a 
good fast start in life. This means 
feeding them fertilizers; watering 
and weeding and—for city people 
—keeping dogs and cats away. 
3. If bugs and disease appear,, 
despite all precautions, it is time 
to man the duster and the spray 
gun, and fast. 
.Sometimes a gardener will have 
only a few hours’ notice that the 
bugs have arrived. Within a few 
more hours they can destroy or 
badly damage a whole crop.

Liven Up Garden 


ment of Agriculture say there 
should be sufficient supplies of one 
type of insecticide or another for 
the home gardeners this year. 
They emphasize one precaution 
for the amateur gardener: 
Remember most insecticides are 
poisonous to man .If inhaled or 
taken in sufficient quantities. 
“In handling, mixing and apply­ 
ing poisonous insecticides a n d 
fungicides, take special care not to 
inhale excessive quantities at any 
time,” the department’s pamphlet 
says. “Well designed respirators 
that afford protection to the en­ 
tire face are available; therefore 
use these when such danger exists. 
After working with insecticides 
wash the hands or any exposed 
parts of the body thoroughly. 
“Containers in which 'these1 ma­ 
terials are kept or stored should be 
plainly labeled and placed under 
lock and key, or at least out of 
reach of Irresponsible persons or 
children.”

We often think garden in terms 
of flowers alone, but shrubbery is 
a most important garden thought. 
Busy people are more and more 
using shrubbery as a simple way 
of keeping home grounds attrac­ 
tive. There are so many desirable 
kinds. Weigelia, forsythea, and 
spirts come easily to1 mind, but 
let’s forget the spring bloomers 
for now. 
In California the season is long 
and the garden picture changes 
where shrubs have been chosen 
wisely. Every garden should have 
its design and every shrub and 
tree its place in the design. Some 
plants take the commanding posi-% 
tion as at the corner of the house, 
the tall stately good looking Law­ 
son cypress, or the compact clean 
leaved Catolina cherry, or the 
shiny, coppery-edged leaf Caro­ 
lina laurel-cherry. 
“EYE AREAS” as under low 
windows and at entry ways should 
have admirably suited and desir­ 
able foilage shrubs. Sarcococca 
rusifolia, for example, has dark 
green shiny leaves, tiny fragrant 
white flowers and shiny black 
berries. It grows only a few feet 
tall, prospers in partial shade. It 
adds a dressy ruffle to' the house 
foundation. Another attractive 
shrub is Raphiolepis indica rosea, 
known everywhere as Indian haw- 
thome. Landscape gardeners use 
this shrub often, because it offers 
so much. It is exceptionally fine 
for low planting with neat glossy 
leaves, pink flowers which come in 
the spring and early summer, and 
black bead-like berries which fol­ 
low the blooms, carrying strong 
design Interest. 
There is more than commanding 
position or foundation planting in 
the garden design. There is a need 
for billowyness in the reenery, 
particularly at the garden mar­ 
gins. Cotoneaster panno,sa when 
permitted to grow to its full 


height, w i t h arching brand*» 
carrying white - pink flower® ftj 
spring and 'berries tumbling 
waterfall - like in fall. fitTfiS 
graceful weeping pitosporum phfr.

Free-time activities follow Sun­ 
day School dismissal at 10:45 a.m. 
An attempt is made to allow the 
children as much freedom as pos­ 
sible, though the staff wants to 
know where they are and what 
they are doing. 
Dinner on Saturday and Sunday 
'is at 12:30 p,m.f followed by an 
hour’s rest period, during which 
quiet activities are allowed. A big 
ball game follows, with a real 
family get-together on the ball 
diamond. 
After 
the 
swimming 
season opens, swimming activities 
are the chief entertainment. In 
inclement weather, the shop is 
©pen under supervision of Mr. 
Borchert. 
DISCIPLINE is considered an 
educational process. The majority 
©f the staff are college graduates, 
with special interests in child wel­ 
fare. They make a real effort to 
know each child individually, and 
not to handle each group as an 
entity. In this way, when a child 
makes progress, he is encouraged 
by receiving warranted praise. 
Minor d i f f i c u l t i e s are en­ 
countered, just as in any family— 
the child who hates to take a 
shower, or who doesn’t want to' 
leave his bike-riding to come in 
for Sunday School, or who can't 
settle down to sleep at night. 
More s e r i o u s complications, 
however, result from the very 
fact that the child is separated 
from his parents 
or relatives, 
which has hurt him. For, no mat­ 
ter how inadequate his home or 
his parents, the natural bond be­ 
tween them is never broken. 
No prizes are given for good be­ 
havior, 
because 
children 
when 
lonesome and unhappy are not al­ 
ways able to control their be­ 
havior. The child least able to 
belp win prizes, penalizes the 
group, and is then rejected by his 
own peers. 
All of the children's activities 
have been analyzed, and, since 
most of the things they do have 
benefit for them, deprivation is 
not used at Sunny Hills as a 
means of trying to control the 
youngsters except in some cases. 
A new psychiatric program is 
underway, with Dr. Arnold Wilson 
available four hours a week both 
to staff and children where spec­ 
ial needs arise. 
SUNNY HILLS CHILDREN now 
go to the San Anselmo public 
schools and T a m a l p a i s High 
School. The public schools, De 
Vries believes, do an excellent job 
of working with the Sunny Hills 
staff in order to help the children 
to make an adequate adjustment 


to school life. Children often make 
school friends on the outside, and 
bring their friends home after 
school to play. 
OPERATING E X P E N S E S of 
Sunny Hills, a Red Feather agency, 
are- met by fees from several 
sources. 
Last year 
the 
Marin 
Community 
Chest gave 
Sunny 
Hills approximately 5%%' of its 
yearly operating expenses, while 
37*4% 'Came from the San Fran­ 
cisco Community Chest. The re­ 
mainder Is made up by fees from 
parents, court payments, and pub­ 
lic aid. 
All the profits of the Grape 
Festival are turned into the oper­ 
ating expenses, and go directly 
into food, clothing, and shelter. 
Very few parents are able to pay 
the full amount of the cost of the 
child’s care at Sunny Hills. 
LOCAL MERCHANTS, service 
clubs, and many individuals have 
such a personal interest in Sunny 
Hills that it receives many small 
and designated gifts either for the 
children or for the Home itself.

There are too many “sick'’ prints 
and negatives emerging from too 
many darkrooms. And too many 
photographers are seeking ’‘miracle 
drugs’* to cure their ailments, in­ 
stead of applying “preventative 
medicine.” 
Now listen to a professional 
darkroom doctor, J. Winton Lemen, 
manager of the film sales division 
at Eastman Kodak. His “Prescrip- 
* 
tion for Sick Fix” was a clinical 
diagnosis at Kent State Univer­ 
sity’s recent Photo Short Course 
and his suggested cures apply to 
all photo bugs. 
“Part of this unhealthy state,” 
he pointed out, “is due largely to: 
<1) carelessness, and <2) sloppy 
darkrooms. 
“After a while, photographers 
tend to get careless about mixing 
solutions in the exact amounts 
specified, or at proper tempera­ 
tures or when solutions are ex­ 
hausted. They get careless about 
safelight safety or masking nega­ 
tives to' prevent excess light reach­ 
ing paper. 
“Sloppy darkrooms breed 'spot* 


for them. Basic needs are discussed 
with the staff, 
and numerous 
groups and individuals help to 
achieve things which cannot be 
met with the budget. In this way, 
music and dancing lessons are 
made available to any children 
who wish to take them. 
An endowment fund has been 
built up over the years by friends 
©f Sunny Hills. 
That 
the 
children 
do leave 
Sunny Hills with happy memories 
is shown by the number of happily 
married men who return with 
their wives and children to re­ 
visit Sunny Hills and pour over 
old photographs. 
Just recently a young man with 
three children of his own came in 
to the office to say that he had 
lived at Sunny Hills for eleven 
years, and was now establishing a 
repair shop in San Anselmo, and 
would like to do some free repair­ 
ing for Sunny Hills. Incidents like 
this are rewarding to the staff. 
CHIEF GOAL of the staff is to 
help the children develop into 
emotionally 
mature 
individuals, 
with a sense of humor. They feel 
that if children are to become 
part of society and contribute to 
it, they must believe in something 
greater than themselves, and must 
give more than they receive. This 
belief is the foundation of the 
philosophy of child ©are at Sunny 
Hills.

trouble because there’s dust in en­ 
largers, bellows and cameras. They 
produce anemic prints or nega­ 
tives because the lenses on en­ 
largers or cameras are dirty. 
“So the first rules,” Mr. Lemen 
emphasized, “are elementary: Be 
Clean . . . Be Careful ” 
Now that makes sense. There are 
certain rules we learned about 
safelights which, forgotten, may 
cause a gray, almost imperceptible 
veil over our prints. In general a 
15 watt bulb in a safelight four 
feet away is recommended, or 10 
watts at three feet. In 'Constant 
use, safelights deteriorate and the 
filter might need changing, per­ 
haps yearly. The safelight should 
be put slightly to one side so the 
light doesn’t reflect right into your 
eye. 
Brilliant, sparkling prints can­ 
not be obtained with stray light 
bouncing around the print area. 
Negatives should be masked off 
with masking tape or a negative 
carrier of the wanted size should 
be used. The wall immediately be­ 
hind the enlarger should be paint­ 


ed dark to avoid reflection of any 
light escaping from lamphouse. 
The paper easel should be masked, 
too, to the size wanted. 
, 
“No fluorescent lights should to 
used in darkrooms,” 
cautioned 
Lemen. “They have an after glow 
for several hours which may be a 
factor in fogging prints.” 
i 
• • • 
( 
MOST NEGATIVES should print 
normally on number 2 paper. If 
there is a consistent need for 
either number 1 or 4 paper, then 
this chronic condition needs cor­ 
rection. In taking pictures, this 
may call for improved lighting or 
correct exposure. In the darkroom 
it may call for proper development 
with fresh developer at the correct 
temperature. 
\ 
If the subject matter itself hat 
low contrast value, compensation 
can be made In the lighting. Get It 
off the camera and closer to the 
subject. Move the subject away 
from the background. This will 
give more light on the subject, les* 
on the background thereby adding 
picture contrast.

fAMOUS HYMNS 
‘ The Sweet Bye 
Written In One 
And Bye' 
Hour 
By HORACE B. POWELL 


If ever a booklet of Wisconsin- 
made hymns is planned, S. Fill- 
more Bennett’s “Sweet Bye and 
Bye” should lead off the volume. 
Like most of the hymns that the 
world cherishes most today, Ben­ 
nett’s song was born of a flash 
of inspiration that came while he 
and a co-worker, Joseph Webster, 
were busy one day in 1869 in a 
little shop in Elkhorn, Wis., mak­ 
ing a collection of music for a 
book called “The Signet Ring.” 
Webster, who was given to mel­ 
ancholy moods, was more than 
usually depressed and Bennett, 
who had found that he could best 
rouse his composer-friend from 
his blues by giving him a new song 
or hymn to work on, paused in his 
writing and said: “Well, old chap, 
what’s the matter now?” “Oh, 
nothing much/* Webster answered,, 


“I’ll be all right bye and bye." 
Bennett spun around in his 
chair as the inspiration lor the 
song that was to be came to him 
“like a flash of sunlight.” 
“The sweet bye and bye! That 
ought to make a good hymn,” he 
observed. “Maybe it would,” Web­ 
ster agreed. 
Bennett turned to his desk and, 
according to his own story, dashed 
off the verses and chorus just as 
they are reproduced above. Web­ 
ster took the manuscript and in 
less than half an hour had fin­ 
ished the musical setting. 
Two friends dropped in at the 
shop a little later and the quartet 
sang the hymn for the first time. 
Another friend strolled in during 
the singing and listened, fasci­ 
nated. 
When it was over, he said: 
“That hymn is immortal.” Two 
weeks later children were singing

“Zedekiah, was one and twenty 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned eleven years in Jeru­ 
salem.” 
Alas! Zedekiah did nqt follow in 
the way of the Lord, but offended 
Him. He also rebelled against King 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylonia to 
whom he had sworn allegiance. 
The 
prophet Jeremiah 
warned 
Zedekiah, but neither he nor his 
people heeded the warnings. 
Then the blow fell. Nebuchad­ 
nezzar ¿Int his army to destroy 
Jerusalem, and they did it very 
thoroughly. They t o o k all the 
treasures of the house of God and 
of the king and his princes. “And 
they burnt the house of God, and 
broke down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof 
with fire, and destroyed all the 
goodly vessels thereof.” 
Sad, is it not, that after more 
than 2,000 years, human beings are 
still destroying one another’s cities 
and carrying people into captivity? 
Now, however, we have more effi­ 
cient means of bringing about 
such destruction. We drop bombs 
and use other horrible missies to 
kill and maim our enemies. 
Shouldn’“t all the world be on its 
knees, praying God to show us 
how to keep the peace, to forgive 
us our sins, and help us to obey 
Him and k e e p His command­ 
ments? 
Zedekiah and his people were 
carried into exile. Jeremiah too 
was carried away, but he was rec­ 
ognized by the Babylonian king 
and given his choice to stay or go 
back to his people. He chose to 
return. 
In Psalm 137 we are told of the 
desolation of the captives in a 
strange land: “By the rivers of 
Babylon there we sat down, yea, 
we wept, when we remembered 
Zion. 
“We hanged our harps upon the 
willows in the midst thereof.” 
“How shall we sing the Lord’s 
song in a strange land?” 
In Jerusalem, Jeremiah thought 
of his people who were living 
among strangers and far from 
home, and he wrote a letter to 
them, which began, “Thus said the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
unto all that are carried away 
captives. 
“Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them; and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them.” He also told 
them to marry and have families 
that they might grow strong. In 
other words, as they had sinned 
and were being punished for it by 
a just God, they were to make the 
best of the situation and “seek the 
peace of the city whither I have 
caused you to be carried away 
captives, and pray unto the Lord 
for it, for in the peace thereof 
shall ye have peace/* 
Jeremiah warned the 'people not 
to listen to the false prophets in 
Babylon, and that the Lord prom­ 
ised that after 70 years of captiv­ 
ity he would take away their 
captivity and return them to their 
homeland. 
“And ye shall call upon Me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto Me, and 
I will hearken unto you. 
“And ye shall seek Me, and find 
Me, when ye shall search for Me 
with all your heart. 
“And I will be found of you, 
saith Jehovah, and I will turn 
again your captivity, and I will 
gather you from all nations, and 
from all the places whither I have 
driven you, saith Jehovah; and I 
will bring you unto the place 
whence I caused you to be carried 
away captive.” 
After all this time, this proph­ 
ecy is coming true. The Jewish 
people are flocking back to Pales­ 
tine from the lands where they

have been persecuted and slain. 
May they live in peace, surmount­ 
ing the difficulties and dangers 
that threaten all of us I 
Nebuchadnezzar, king of Baby­ 
lon, called his chief of the eunuchs 


and asked him to choose certain 
Israelite children who were wen 
born, comely of person, and well 
educated, and have them taught 
the language of the Chaldeans. 
They were to be fed from the 
king’s table, and after three years 
this eunuch, whose name was 
Ashpenaz, was to bring them be­ 
fore the king. 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael and 
Azarish were chosen for the ex­ 
periment, but Ashpenaz changed 
Daniel’s name to Belteshazzar; 
Hanani&h's to Shadrach; Mishael’s 
to Meshach and Azariah to Abed- 
nego. 
Daniel, 
however, 
r e b e l l e d 
against the king’s food and wine. 
He asked the eunuch if they might 
not rather eat the simple food to 
which they had been accustomed 
and which was sanctioned by their 
religion. 
The eunuch asked Daniel if he 
wanted him (Ashpenaz) to lose 
his head by disobeying the king’s 
order, but Daniel said to say noth­ 
ing, but to allow them to eat and 
drink as he suggested for 10 days, 
and then see if they would not 
appear as well nouished as the 
Babylonian boys. 
The eunuch agreed, and at the 
end of the period set, the four 
Jewish boys were taken before 
the king, a n d Nebuchadnezzar 
found them fairer and fatter in 
flesh than all the other young peo­ 
ple, and “in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king 
enquired of them, he found them 
ten times better than all the magi­ 
cians and astrologers that were 
in all the realm.”

The broadcast was transcribed early this 
week from-the top of the south tower of the bridge. General 
Manager James Rickets and two other employees were inter­ 
viewed by KGO announcer Bob Day. 
In his report to the directors yesterday Rickets said,

ton Collins, army chief of staff, in­ 
sisted today that Gen. Douglas Mac- 
Arthur “violated a policy" in send­ 
ing U.S. troops close to the Man­ 
churian border in Korea. 
He said he does not accuse the 
general of violating an “order,” but 
that the joint chiefs of staff feared 
“the thing might be done in some 
other instance of a more serious na­ 
ture.** 
Collins made the statements at 
hearings by the senate armed serv­ 
ices and foreign relations commit­ 
tees on MacArthur’s dismissal as far 
eastern commander. 
Collins first 
raised 
the matter 
yesterday in response to a question. 
It put a whole new issue into the 
MacArthur hearings because of the 
implication that the joint chiefs of 
staff 
had 
cautioned 
MacArthur 
against action which might bring 
the Chinese communist into the Ko­ 
rea war, but he had disregarded 
their policy views. 
With Collins back in the witness 
chair, Senator Cain (R-Wash.) re­ 
turned to the question today. 
He told Collins: “On yesterday, 
General Collins, I think you unin­ 
tentionally, and I emphasize that 
word, unintentionally, did a first 
rate h a t c h e t job on General 
MacArthur; and gertainly you led 
the nation to believe that General 
MacArthur violated a field direc­ 
tive, a field order when, in my opin­ 
ion, he did no such things.” 
Collins, referring 
to yesterday’s 
testimony, replied: “It is true th at 
in answering the first question, I 
indicated th at it was a violation of 
a directive, or words to that effect. 
“I promptly corrected that, and 
made the point th at what, in my 
opinion, and I still have this opin­ 
ion, General MacArthur did, was to 
not follow a m atter of policy which 
had been clearly delineated to him 
in a directive of the 27th of Sep­ 
tember, if I remember the date cor­ 
rectly.” 
“The point that I endeavored to 
make, and which I hope now to 
make abundantly clear, is that this 
did represent an instance where a 
policy clearly 
enunciated 
by the 
chiefs was not followed, and was not 
followed without consulting with the 
joint chiefs of staff.’ 
In comment last night on Collins’ 
original 
testimony, 
Maj. 
Gen. 
Courtney Whitney, an aide to Mac­ 
Arthur, denied in New York that 
MacArthur had failed to comply 
with directives. Whitney said Mac- 


j Arthur sent the U.S. troops to the 
Yalu River border with Manchuria 
in compliance with basic order« 
under which he was operating. 


In his exchange today with Cain, 
Collins said he regretted “that I 
am forced to go into a discussion of 
this” matter. 


“I have the utmost respect for 
General MacArthur,” he said. 
“I 
think his campaign from Austra­ 
lia to the 
Philippines 
was sheer 
brillance, one of the most brilliant 
campaigns that I know of in mili­ 
tary history. 


“I think this instance I dlsagre« 
with him. That doesn’t mean I am 
right and that he Is wrong, but I 
disagree.** 


1. Chairman Russell (D., Ga.) 
gave the senators a stern lecture 
about “leaking" secret testimony to 
the public. He said “American men 
will die" unless the senators “at least 
exercise reasonable care.’

2. Collins and Senator Knowland 
(R., Calif.) engaged in an exchange 
over MacArthur’s letter last Aug­ 
ust to the Veterans of Foreign War« 
saying Formosa should never be al­ 
lowed to fall into enemy hands.

TODAY'S EDITORIAL 
Unde Sam Should Get Out 
Of The Freight Business 


We were shocked to learn that the United 
States government, among its multifarious 
enterprises, is the biggest handler of freight 
in the world. Her 41,000 post offices handled 
«one billion parcels in 1950 with more than 
half of them weighing better than 20 pounds! 
So alarmingly great has this freight business 
grown, it moved Jesse M. Donaldson, post­ 
master genera], to remark before a Senate 
appropriations committee recently, “The cost 
of providing the facilities for the freight busi­ 
ness we are in would be almost prohibitive. 1 
would like to give back the freight business to 
the Express Company." 
Well he might. 
The United States Post Office lost $572,- 
440,000 on parcel post during the past 20 years. 
4* And it certainly was not the intent of Congress 
to lose money in this wholesale fashion. As a 
matter of fact, Congress decreed that the service 
—originated to help farmers get their produce 
to consumers and receive merchandise from the 
'* T 
big city—should pay for itself. 
^ 
But in August, 1931, due to pressure from 
~ manufacturers, the weight limit of parcels for 
all post office zones and for all classes of post 
.... offices, was raised to 70 pounds, and the 
dimension limit upped from 84 inches to 100 
inches. Thereby was launched a new freight­ 
ing business with Uncle Sam as sole bag-holder. 
Apparel manufacturers, mail order houses 
- and others started to funnel their merchandise 
through United States post offices. 
The Railway Express Company, a private 
enterprise, could not compete w ith its govern- 
- ment in the matter of taking millions in losses. 


It had to increase its rates with mounting costs 
or go out of business. And of course the ship­ 
pers who were giving a great deal of lip service 
to the blessings of free enterprise, used the 
lower rates of the post office. 
To show the downgrade trend for the Ex­ 
press Company, they handled 220,400,000 par­ 
cels in 1946 but only 97,000,000 in 1950. The 
post office, on the other hand recorded 821,- 
226,000 parcels in 1946 and one billion in 1950. 
And all the time losing money by the ton. 
There are two bills now up for a hearing 
in Washington which will k verse this trend, 
put the Express Company back into business, 
stop the tremendous yearly losses, take Uncle 
Sam out of the freight business and still let 
parcel post perform its usuaPy fine service for 
people with parcels of reasonable sizes. 
The 
only ones who w ill lose are the shippers who 
have been playing Uncle Sam for a sap. 
These bills are Senate Bill 1335 and House 
of Representatives Bill 3465. 
Their purpose is to put smaller weight and 
size limits on parcels coming out of the big city 
zones. For instance in 1949, 55,000,000 parcels 
weighing more than 40 pounds were shipped 
out of Zones One and Two. These would be 
affected by the two measures to some extent. 
But on the other hand, the old limitations 
remain in Zones Three to Eight — the rural 
areas and third and fourth class post offices. 
Postmaster Donaldson is for the measures. 
He ought to know what he’s talking about 
since he grew up in the service. We’ll string 
along with him if for no other reason than 
to strike a blow for free enterprise.

These typical remarks show the 
change in the status o f the boss in 
human society. 
For generations the boss has 
been a symbol of authority and 
oppression, 
real 
or 
imagined. 
Scrooge was his immortal carica­ 
ture. He was pictured as a miser­ 
ly martinet who lived the life of 
Riley and spread terror among his 
hirelings because of his terrible 
temper.

B IT TODAY? The boss if now 
gently lampooned in cartoons as a 
fussy, mousy, middle-aged man 
forever being frustrated in his at­ 
tempts to get his employees to do 
their work. He is more an object 
of pity and affection than of dread. 


People are beginning to feel 
sorry for him because he has such 
a hard life. Even big corporations 
feel sorry for their own bosses. 
They say their executives are kill­ 
ing themselves with nervous strain 
and overwork. 


In former times the boss often 
came to the office with a hangover 
and his employee arrived with an 
ulcer. Today the situation is about 
reversed. At least this is what 
bosses sometimes mumble to each 
other confidentially. (They would 
not dare make such a complaint 
where the employees might hear it. 
An employee now prefers to havt 


his hangovers referred to with more 
dignity—such as "overnight pneu­ 
monia.**) 


WHO U8ED TO PLAY golf on 
weekends? The bosses. Nowadays a 
boss goes to the links on Saturday 
with a guilty feeling. He knows he 
will see some of his hired hands 
there, and they will be wondering 
why he isn’t at home catching up 
on his paper work. 
Fifty years ago if the boss didn’t 
like the way a man was doing his 
job he would bark: 
"You're fired—you loafer. Get 
your pay and get out!" And the 
trembling culprit would slink out 
of the office, hoping the boss would 
not blackball him elsewhere. 
But now? If the boss doesn’t like 
something about a hired hand’s 
work, he calls him into his private 
office and says: 
"Here, Joe. Have a cigar. I want 
to talk to you about your work." 
"Whatsa m atter with my work?** 
says Joe belligerently. 
"Nothing nothing," says the boss 
nervously. "It’s probably all my 
fault, Joe. Don’t get the idea I’m 
criticizing you. 


"JUST LIE DOWN on the couch 
here and light up the cigar and tell 
me your troubles. Maybe we can 
get at it th at way. Are you having 
any difficulties at home? Did you 
hate your father as a child?" 
And the boss goes into his new 
roi©—father, buddy, and amateur 
psychologist. Because he is afraid 
th at if he c a n t straighten Joe out 
the boss above him will blame him 
—not Joe. 
All bosses, of course, don’t enjoy 
this role. I met one sternly grumpy 
character who says it is all non­ 
sense, and that bosses ought to get 
back to being old-fashioned bosses 
again and quit playing nurse. 
“But you dont shout at your own 
employees the way you used to," I 
«aid. "You’re getting mellow your­ 
self.” 
"Mellow, hell!" he said. "I just 
• dont have the energy to yell at 
them anymore. Got to spend all 
time filling out government 
forma.” 


Choice In 


By JOSEPH ALSOP 


LONDON — As these words are 
written, the betting appears to be 
about even that the British will 
move troops to south Persia. At 
any rate, they are just about up 
against the grim choice between 
taking all the heavy risks of this 
step, or taking the consequences of 
outright 
expropriation 
of 
their 
Iranian oil resource. 


Furthermore, the British cannot 
easily move troops without a mini­ 
mum of American moral support— 
at least 
enough 
«o 
see 
them 
through a charge of aggression be­ 
fore the United Nations. The fu­ 
ture of the Western alliance, which 
America leads, also hangs upon the 
outcome in Persia. Hence this Brit­ 
ish choice is, at the same time, in­ 
escapably an American choice. 


UNTIL NOW, EVEN the hard­ 
ier spirits in the Foreign Office 
have only been talking about mov­ 
ing troops to "protect the lives of 
British nationals” in Persia. Now, 
however, the veils are dropping. It 
is almost certain that Sir Oliver 
Franks has already been instructed 
to talk with Secretary of State 
Dean G. Acheson about the more 
realistic problem of protecting the 
foundations of the British economy 
and the strategic balance in the 
Middle East. 


Events over last weekend forced 
this facing of facts, from which 
London has hitherto shrunk away 
almost as nervously as Washington. 
Last Saturday, the British Ambas­ 
sador at Teheran, Sir Francis 
Shepherd, rather desperately sug­ 
gested to the Shah that he might 
form a more rational government. 
But it was too late for this expe­ 
dient. On Sunday while the Prime 
Minister, Dr. Mossadegh, crouched 
in his barricaded room, his repre­ 
sentative, Hussian Makki, told the 
Persian Parliament that the exist­ 
ing government would never nego­ 
tiate the oil dispute with the Brit­ 
ish. 


A MIRACLE MAY of course res­ 
cue the British and American pol­ 
icy makers from the dilemma on 
whose horns they have been wrig­ 
gling like befuddled tadpoles. But 
since little short of a miracle can 
prevent the grim choice from being 
made now, it is wise to examine its 
real nature. 


No one in his senses can find 
much that is attractive about the 
first alternative — a movement of 
British troops to south Persia. 
Britain does not really have enough 
airborne forces for the job. Even 
to secure control of the minimum 
territory, Abadan island with its 
vital refinery, will be a dirty busi­ 
ness, probably involving heavy loss­ 
es of life on both sides. Such a 
crass imperialistic act will make, 
to say the least, a bad impression

WASHINGTON UF—The cost of 
living has practically come to a 
standstill for the first time since 
the outbreak of the Korean war 
last June. 
That statement is based on a 
report by the government’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics (BLS) which 
every month puts out figures on 
living costs in this country. 
Because of the work needed to 
gather the figures and appraise 
them, this BLS report is always a 
month behind. 


SO THIS LATEST report shows 
what happened to living costs be­ 
tween March 15 and April 15. 
Using a new BLS formula, it 
showed this: 
Living costs in that period rose 
only one-tenth of one percent, the 
smallest increase in any month 
since June, 1950, when the Korean 
fighting started. 
The figures which go into this 
report are gathered by employes 
of BLS in 55 cities. Prices in one 
city usually differ a bit, up or 
down, from any other city. 
So, while the cost of food In one 
city may be higher or lower than 
in another, BLS has to figure what 
the average price is on all the 
items it checks. 
For that reason housewives in 
a city where food is high may beK 
surprised to learn that, for the 
country as a whole, food prices 
dropped two-tenths of one per cent 
In the month from March 15 to 
April 15. 
(Chief reason for the food price 
drop was lower prices in fresh 
fruits and vegetables. Frozen food 
prices dropped one per cent. Eggs 
went down two per cent. Meat 
prices went up one-tenth of one 
per cent because, while prices dip­ 
ped on chickens and pork, they 
went up on beef, veal, lamb and 
fish.)

IT MAY TOUCH OFF a Russian 
invasion of north Persia. It will 
qtuie probably give the Communist 
Tudeh party the desired chance to 
seize power at Teheran. It will per­ 
haps result in a far more disagree­ 
able repetition of the Korean pat­ 
tern on Persian soil. It may, just 
conceivably, lead to a world war. 
The list of objections is formidable 
indeed. 
But as usual, the choice now is 
not between bad and good, but be­ 
tween evil and more evil. If Ameri­ 
can influence or indifference deters 
the British government from pro­ 
tecting their oil resource, the fol­ 
lowing consequences will be almost 
unavoidable. 


FIRST, THE BRITISH economy, 
which depends exclusively upon 
Middle Eastern oil, will receive a 
fatal blow. The huge American in­ 
vestment in maintaining the Brit- 
as a great power ally will be trans­ 
formed into money ctawn the drain. 
What has previously been done for 
Britain will be forgotten because 
America has not stood by her ally 
in this hour of need; and the 
Anglo-American partnership, the 
core of Western strength, will dis­ 
solve in a tempest of mutual re­ 
crimination. 
Second, the economies of West­ 
ern Europe and India will also be 
disrupted. And a cessation of the 
oil flow from Abadan will make it 
fantastically costly, and in war­ 
time almost prohibitively difficult, 
to supply the fleets in the Mediter­ 
ranean and the vital strategic air- 
bases there. 


THIRD, PERSIAN SUCCESS in 
expropriating British oil will set 
an example that will quickly be 
imitated in Egypt, in Iraq, and in 
every other nation in a remotely 
similar situation. There will be no 
controlling the chain reaction. Fur­ 
thermore, the strain Imposed on 
these weak governments by biting 
off so much more than they can 
chew, will equally inevitably pro­ 
duce secondary political results of 
great violence. Dr. Mossadegh and 
his followers think the; are keep­ 
ing one jump ahead of the Tudeh 
party by their handling of the oil 
issue. But it is even more likely 
that the Tudeh will be the ulti­ 
mate beneficiary if Dr. Mossadegh 
now succeeds in his plans, than if 
he is frustrated by forcible meas­ 
ures. 
The price of a policy of inaction, 
in short, is a gigantic change in 
the world balance of power, alter­ 
ing the whole Middle Eastern pat­ 
tern, shaking the Western alliance 
to its foundations, and perhaps de­ 
stroying it. This is no Mexican oil 
squabble.

cost of living in general—checks 
on more than food. As part of the 
cost of living it also includes these 
major items: clothing, housefur- 
nishings, fuel, electricity and re­ 
frigeration; 
miscellaneous 
goods 
and 
services, 
such 
as 
theater 
prices, carfare, doctor bills, hos­ 
pital rooms; and rent. 


And this is what the BLS had to 
say on those things for the month: 
clothing—up two-tenths of one per 
cent: housefumlshings — up one- 
half of one per cent; fuel, elec­ 
tricity and 
refrigeration — down 
one-tenth of one per cent; miscel­ 
laneous goods and services — up 
two-tenths of one per cent; and 
rent—up 1.4 per cent. 


If you want to know where we 
stand on living costs in general, 
the following figures may be of 
some help: 


Living costs now are the highest 
in history. In figuring living costs 
in recent years BLS had to choose 
some period when prices were con­ 
sidered fairly stable. So it chose 
1935-39, which it caUs the base 
period. 


LIVING COSTS NOW are 84.« 
per cent above that base period. 
You can understand how living 
costs have risen in recent years, 
particularly since OPA began to 
die in 1946 and its controls were 
taken off ift June of that year. 
This will show how: 


For most of the time between 
the 1935-39 period and 1945, be­ 
cause of the war emergency, OPA 
sat on prices. Between that base 
period and 1945 living costs went 
up only 33*4 per cent. But now 
they are 84.6 per cent higher than 
that base period. 


OPA was revived this year under 
another name—office of price sta­ 
bilization (OPS)—and slapped its 
controls on prices late in January 
after the great upsurge, following 
tha Korean outbreak In June, 1850.

I don’t know 
just what they’re doing to our 
water supply in recent weeks, but 
I very definitely do know that the 
same thing has happened to me, as 
an individual again, and more 
than likely to a number of other 
folks, who have not as yet isolated 
the cause of their discomfort. I 
like 
the "pure 
ale of Father 
Adam,” and I most certainly wish 
these mass experimenters would 
leave it alone. It’s awfully good 
stuff, and awfully good for you, if 
they let it be, with reasonable fil­ 
tering, and let those who will take 
nourine tablets, and what-not else, 
but please, please let the rest of 
us, who just like a nice, cool glass 
of water have it, unadulterated, to 
drink.

Here are some figures on what 
happened: 
Between June 15, 1950 and April 
15, 1951 living costs went up 81* 
per cent. In that period food went 
up about 11 per cent, clothing a 
little over 10 per cent, rent 3.2 per 
cent, fuel, electricity and refrigera­ 
tion 3% per cent, and housefur- 
nishings — which increased more 
than anything else in price—up 
14.6 per cent. Miscellaneous ser­ 
vices rose in th at period 6 per cent. 


FROM JAN. 15, 1951—OPS con­ 
trols went in on Jan. 26, 1951— 
until April 15, 1951, living costs 
rose 1.7 per cent. In that period 
this was the increase on the va­ 
rious items: 
Food—70 1.7 per cent-: clothing 
—up 2.6; tent—up 1.4; fuel, elec­ 
tricity and refrigeration—up one- 
half of one per cent; house furnish­ 
ings—up 2,1; miscellaneous items 
—up 1.5 per cent. 
(BLS recently changed the way 
it figures its living costs to account 
for changed buying habits, and 
issues two tables. The later one is 
called the new index. That was the 
one followed here. The old index 
would have shown there was no 
increase at all between March and 
April, not even one-tenth of one 
per-cent.)

BOMBS REDS IN KOREA 


Ens. Foster Mahood Completes 
His 50th Combat Flying Mission 


Ensign Foster R. Mahood of Lark­ 
spur recently 
completed 
his 50th 
combat mission over Communist- 
held Korea. He is a Corsair fighter 
plane pilot with Air Group 19 aboard 
the US8 Princeton, flagship of the 
fast carrier Task Force 77. 
Each of the missions was over 
three hours long. The swiftly shift­ 
ing Princeton, launching planes at 
one point off the coast one day and 
then several hundred miles away 
the next, enables her aircraft to 
carry heavy bomb loads and stay 
over several different targets for 
long periods of time. 
Planes of the Princeton are pro­ 
viding close air support for United 
Nations ground forces in Korea with 
low level 
bombing, napalm 
and 
strafing attacks, and are disrupting 
the flow of enemy reinforcements by 
knocking out bridges, trains, tanks 
and trucks, and blasting tunnels 
along stragetlc routes. 
The mission that Impressed En­ 
sign Mahood more than any other, 
took place the 21st day of March. 
I t was late In the afternoon. The 
weather was hazy . . . the target 
area was 'socked in* . . . the air was 
heavy with smoke and dust from 
artillery 
shells 
and 
bombs 
and 
rockets. 
“I was ‘Tail-end Charlie’ of a four 
plane division,” said Mahood. 
“It 
was a close 
air 
support mission 
against Red troops on a 7.000 foot 
mountain about 20 miles from the 
coastal city of Kang-nung,” 
The mountain was called Kyeban’- 
san. 
Three hundred Republic of 
Korea troops were trapped on top 


of the mountain by about 500 Com­ 
munist soldiers on a nearby ridge. 
The Reds were lobbing mortar shells 
into the Roks and it was only a 
m atter of time before they would all 
have been killed. 
“A ’mosquito* controller pointed 
out the target fo ruse,” said Ma­ 
hood, “and said to wipe them out. 
It was going to be a tough job be­ 
cause of all the mountains and the 
air was bumpy and rough.” 
To make m atters worse, the Reds 
retreated into a narrow ravine when 
they heard the 
Navy planes ap­ 
proaching. 
Ensign Mahood said “We came in 
over the ridge and pushed into the 
ravine. 
It 
was 
pretty 
rugged. 
Ground was level with us on both 
sides.” 
The Princeton pilots napalmed, 
bombed, rocketed and strafed in 
some half-dozen runs. The mosquito 
controller said about 300 troops fell 
during the attack. 
This mission impressed Ensign 
Mahood more than any other be­ 
cause, as he put it, "The area was 
so mountainous and the troops were 
hard to hit. And then we probably 
saved a lot of lives.” 
Mahood entered flight training at 
Pensacola, Fla., 
August 
1948 and 
won his wings in May, 1950. He has 
been with Air Group 19 since June, 
1950. 
His wife, Mrs. Barbara Mahood, 
lives at 36 Elm avenue, Larkspur. 
Foster is the son of Mr. and Mrs. 
Foster E. Mahood Sr., 119 Palm ave­ 
nue, Corte Madera.

SAN FRANCISCO WFV-The 65- 
pound striped bass which Wendell 
Olson, young Turlock truck farmer 
caught in the San Joaquin river 
last week was the second flsh 
caught in California waters so far 
this year that stands a chance of 
making a national record for 1951. 
Wendell’s big flsh, taken on bait 
near Crow’s Landing, was nearly 11 
pounds heavier than the fish which 
won the National Field and Stream 
striped bass division in 1950. The 
top prize went to Robert B. Smith 
on a 54 pound 5 ounce bass taken at 
Cutty hunk, Mass. So unless some­ 
one has phenominal luck later this 
year, the Turlock flsh would seem 
to stand a chance of being tons in 
the nation. 
The 65-pound 1 unker is apparently 
the largest striper taken by rod and 
line in California since 1915. 
Joe Dearing, rod and gun editor 
of the San Francisco Call-Bulle- 
tin, recalled in connection with the 
big catch that the late Frank Lep- 
po of Santa Rosa took a 75 pound 
striper in the Russian river in 1915. 
Earl Crawford of Monte Rio, a vet­ 
eran and constant fisherman, sup­ 
ports Joe’s memory and added the 
information that the big flsh Lep- 
po took was hooked at Duncan’s 
Mills and was weighed and record­ 
ed at Monte Rio. 
Crawford 
also 
reported 
that 
Wayne Sturgis of Sebastopol had 
taken in the years past a 59 1-2 
pounder at Duncan’s Mill, and that 
he had landed a 64-pounder in the 
Russian river. Quite a number of 
other stripers over 50 pounds have 
been taken in the past from the 
Russian, where runs have always 
been small, but contained only very 
large flsh. 
The second flsh likely to make 
a national record is the 15-pound 
steelhead which Charles Barfield, 
San Francisco attorney and mem­ 
ber of the Golden Gate Angling 
and Casting Club, took on a fly in 
the Garcia river late in February. 
Only one larger rainbow trout 
taken on a fly was recorded by Field 
and Stream last year. That was a 
15 pound, 12 ounce steelhead tak­ 
en in British Columbia. And that 
kind don’t come often enough to 
bet on them. 
Charlie’s big steelie was taken on 
a Fall’s Favorite fly, which is a 
hot looking creation tied on a num­ 
ber 4 bead head hook, with a silver 
wire body and bright orange tags 
at each end and a 
hot 
orange 
streamer wing. 
The fly was given to ¿¿arfield by 
Virgil Sullivan, top-notch steelhead 
angler from the Russian river, and 
used when a lot of other excellent 
flies had failed to connect in two 
days of hard Ashing.

Presbyterian Church Unit Says 
Its Preachers Are Underpaid 


By ED EASTERLY 
CINCINATTI (/Py—A department 
of the Presbyterian church to the 
UJS-A. has frankly 
said 
that a 
“large number” of its church» un­ 
derpay their preachers. 
The department of ministerial re­ 
lations asked the general assembly 
governing body of the church, to do 
something about the situation. 
The average salary of the church’s 
8,000 
active 
pastors 
is between 
$3,400 and $3,700 a year. Some get 
as low as $2,100; some get $8,000 or 
$9,000. 
An official estimated that minis­ 
ter’s salaries had increased perhaps 
25 per cent in the last 10 years, 
compared with boosts of 50 and 100 
per cent in other occupations. 
A clergyman 
is 
a professional 
man. To become a minister in the 
Presbyterian church, UB.A., a man 
must go to college for four years, 
then spend three more years in a 
theological seminary. 
Yet, “where can you find In any 
walk of life professional men who 
would serve for $3,000 a year?” ask­ 
ed Howard Hamilton of Columbus, 
O., executive secretary of the min­ 
isterial relations department. 
He 
added: 
“Too many congregations allow 
their ministers to live on inadequate 
salaries. 
And I don’t think it’s 
right.” 
Hamilton’s department, comment­ 
ing that it found numerous pastors 
were dissatisfied with their present 
pastorates and wanted to change, 


said the chief reason “Is the inade­ 
quate salary paid by a large number 
of our particular church».” 
The 
department informed 
the 
general assembly further: 
“The failure of church» to recog­ 
nize that the increasing costs of liv­ 
ing affect their minister as infla­ 
tion has affected all others within 
our nation’s economy has caused 
our minisry to suffer and to endure 
a lower standard of living.” 
The department asked the general 
assembly to encourage Presbyteries 
and church» to increase salaries. 
The minister is handicapped in 
getting a pay raise. He doesn’t be­ 
long to a union or trade group which 
could go to bat for him. A minis­ 
ter, according to tradition, is “call­ 
ed” to preach the word of God. It 
is presumed that he enters the min­ 
istry not to Improve his economic 
well-being but to fulfill a mission. 
Therefore, he has to be extremely 
modest In indicating he needs a pay 
increase. 
Privately, however, clergymen 
will tell you that they work an 
average of 72 hours a week. The 
standard in industry is 40 hours. 
The problem of adequate salaries 
for pastors was submitted to the 
general assembly as It resumed de­ 
liberations under a new moderator. 
Dr. Harrison Ray Anderson, pas­ 
tor of the 3,000 - member Fourth 
Presbyterian church of Chicago was 
elected to the position late yester­ 
day. The office pays no salary, but 
its holder is honorary leader of the 


church's 2,448,596 members. 
The general assembly chose Dr. 
Anderson over two other candidates. 
He received 599 votes, against 129 
for Dr. Allan MacLachlan Frew of 
Ardmore, Fa., and 125 for the Rev. 
James T. M. Wilson of Elmira, N.Y. 
Dr. Anderson took over the office 
from the retiring moderator, Dr. 
Hugh Ivan Evans of Dayton, O., 
and in an acceptance speech urged 
his fellow churchmen to help uplift 
civic morality. 
“We meet,” he said, “in a time 
which is so alarming that it need 
not be referred to.” 
He asserted that Americana had 
been shocked by the Kefauver com­ 
mittee’s “revelation of corruption of 
great cities.’* 
He named Chicago, 
Philadelphia (where Presbyterian, 
U3A., headquarters is located) and 
Washington among them. 
“Let the Presbyterian church cry 
out against this rottenness,” the new 
moderator exhorted. 
Dr. Anderson is 58 years old and 
entered the ministry in 1914 after 
giving up an engineering career. 
Besid» his Chicago church, he has 
held pastorates in v Ellsworth and 
Wichita, Kansas. He was vice-mod­ 
erator of the general assembly in 
1943. 
He is a leader in the movement 
to reunite his church with the Pres­ 
byterian 
church 
in 
the United 
States, which has approximately 
500,000 members in the south. The 
two separated during the civil war 
over the slavery issue.

The birds came from one of th° 
famed “chicken of tomorrow” flocks, 
which the Agriculture Department 
is interested in. These sweater girls 
of the hen house are the end result 
of a long process of cross-and-criss- 
cross breeding to develop a bigger- 
busted and fatter-legged chicken. 
H. L. Shrader, an Agriculture De- j 
partment expert who calls himself 
the world’s champion turkey carver, 
has some good advice on how to 
prepare a good chicken for the 
broil. 
Cut out the back, neck and breast 
bone, ar d snip off the wingtips. 
Nick each joint in the wings and 
shoulders and also the joints be­ 
tween the drumsticks and second 
joint, and between the second joint 
and back. 
Shrader says this permits you to 
put the second joints, drumsticks 
and wings up flat on the body where 
they’ll retain their juiciness. 
Now clip off the end of the 
drumstick bone. The meat will draw 
up on the drumstick and leave a 
handle. 
Broil the bird under a hot flame 
with bone-side up for two-thirds of 
the cooking time, then meat side up 
for the remaining third. Be sure 
your flame is hot enough to get a 
golden-brown, crisp-skinned, juicy 
bird. Baste frequently with butter 
or barbecue sauce. 
We tried at our house. Hope the 
vice president did the same.

Congress may have some good 
news for both prospective home 
buyers and sellers. Legislation has 
been introduced which would waive 
profits made when a home owner 
sells his home and buys another 
property costing the same or more 
than his original property. 
The tax break is explained by 
Congressman Aime Forand of Rhode 
Island on the “Housing Headlines” 
radio program heard over radio 
station KTIM. 
Congressman Forand explains the 
tax break this way: 
If a man paid $5,000 for his home 
several years ago and sells it today 
for $10,000 he is liable for a capital 
gains tax on his paper profit of 
$5,000. 
Under the 
bill 
introduced 
by 
Forand the tax would be waived on 
all of the paper profit which was 
used to buy another home. If the 
second house cost only $9,000, how­ 
ever, the taxable profit would be 
$1,000, since the original house sold 
for $10,000.

In School Money 


California’s 
educational 
systemby 60 percent, junior college 125 per 
long ago lost its rustic “little red 
schoolhouse”

State finance. The “little red school 
house” has become a half billion 
dollar institution. 
Exceeded only by New York in the 
amount spent for public schools, 
California this year will provide 
education 
for over 
two million 
children and adults at a cost of 
$550,000,000. 
In order to present an objective 
close-up of the financing of public 
schools in California, the California 
State Chamber of Commerce Tax­ 
ation and Research departments 
have prepared a booklet titled Pub­ 
lic School Finance in California. 
The booklet is being sent to the 
entire membership of the State 
Chamber of Commerce. 
The study contains a brief sta­ 
tistical picture of the growth of our 
state educational system in terms of 
finance. It predicts that expendi­ 
tures for public schools are sure to 
increase in California. Greater en­ 
rollment will be one reason. In­ 
creases will also come from higher 
teacher salaries and a trend toward 
smaller classes.

HEALTH 
Internal Ear 
Disorder 
By HERMAN N. BUNDESEN. M.D. 
It Is fascinating when we know 
that the body gains its sense of bal­ 
ance through little structures lo­ 
cated In the internal ear; thus any­ 
thing which damages or disturbs 
these parts is likely to result in the 
annoying symptom of vertigo or 
dizziness. 
Generally, 
these 
con­ 
ditions fall into one of three groups. 
In the first, there is a disturbance of 
the tiny semi-circular canals of the 
ears; in the second, occur those con­ 
ditions which exaggerate the ear's 
nervous reflexes, and in the third, 
those which destroy the reflexes en­ 
tirely. 
In one disturbance of the semi­ 
circular canals, known as Meniere’s 
disease, the victims appear as if 
They were intoxicated. This is due 
to their unsteadiness or inability to 
stand. In addition to this severe 
dizziness, there may be sickness at 
the stomach and vomiting. Attacks 
occur at frequent intervals. While 
they last only a few hours, their 
effects may be felt for days. Deaf­ 
ness and ringing in the ears ac- 
oompany the attacks in most cases 
and the power of hearing is slowly 
lost 
The same sort of symptoms may 
occur with a long-continued infec­ 
tion in the middle part of the ear, 
and gradual nerve destruction re­ 
sults. There is dizziness, ringing of 
the ears, and jerking of the eye 
called nystagmus, along with other 
evidences of disturbance of the in­ 
ner ear.

occur 
with 
meningitis 
and 
mumps, are usually responsible for 
Una latter condition. However, the

A disturbance of the reflexes may 
bring on dizziness and vertigo. This 
most often occurs in middle-aged 
and elderly persons, particularly af­ 
ter nervous strain and worry. The 
dizziness usually shows up after 
sudden movements of the head. 
However, severe attacks may last 
for several days, or there may be 
slight symptoms which persist for 
weeks or months, with dizziness 
which is felt especially in the morn­ 
ing These symptoms may disappear 
after rest and relaxation. The in­ 
ner ear may be damaged by infec­ 
tions and poisons to such an extent 
that ail reflexes from the ear struc­ 
tures are lost. In such case, the pa­ 
tient can neither walk nor stand 
steadUy, and there U much dizzi-

Gardener Must Race 
Hordes Of Bugs 


By ROBERT E. GEIGER 
AP Ntwsfeatures Writer 
If you plant a vegetable garden 
the chances are that you and the 
bugs will be in a race tt> harvest 
it from the time the plants pop up 
until the end of the season. 
There are several ways for you 
to win the race: 
1. Choose disease-resistant vari-, 
eties of vegetables when these are 
available. 
2. After they are planted do 
everything possible to give them a 
good fast start in life. This means 
feeding them fertilizers; watering 
and weeding and—for city people 
—keeping dogs and cats away. 
3. If bugs and disease appear, 
despite all precautions, it is time 
to man the duster and the spray 
gun, and fast. 
Sometimes a gardener will have 
only a few hours' notice that the 
bugs have arrived. Within a few 
more hours they can destroy or 
badly damage a whole crop. 
Insect experts at the Depart- 


ment of Agriotflture say there 
should be sufficient supplies of one 
type of insecticide or another for 
the home gardeners this year. 
They emphasize one precaution 
for the amateur gardener: 
Remember most insecticides are 
poisonous to man if inhaled or 
taken in sufficient quantities. 
“In handling, mixing and apply­ 
ing poisonous insecticides a n d 
fungicides, take special care not to 
inhale excessive quantities at any 
time,” the department’s pamphlet 
says. “Well designed respirators 
that afford protection to the en­ 
tire face are available; therefore 
use these when such danger exists. 
After working with insecticides 
wash the hands or any exposed 
parts of the body thoroughly. 
“Containers in which these ma­ 
terials are kept or stored should be 
plainly labeled and placed under 
lock and key, or at least out of 
reach of irresponsible persons or 
children."

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PLANNING YOUR GARDEN 
Flowering Shrubs 
Liven Up Garden 


By ALBERT WILSON 
We often think garden in terms 
of flowers alone, but shrubbery is 
a most important garden thought. 
Busy people are more and more 
using shrubbery as a simple way 
of keeping home grounds attrac­ 
tive. There are so many desirable 
kinds. Weigelia, forsythea, and 
spirea come easily to mind, but 
let’s forget the spring bloomers 
for now. 
In California the season is long 
and the garden picture changes 
where shrubs have been chosen 
wisely. Every garden should have 
its design and every shrub and 
tree its place in the design. Some 
plants take the commanding posi-' 
tion as at the corner of the house, 
the tall stately good looking Law­ 
son cypress, or the compact clean 
leaved Catolina cherry, or the 
shiny, coppery-edged leaf Caro­ 
lina laurel-cherry. 
-EYE AREAS" as under low 
windows and at entry ways should 
have admirably suited and desir­ 
able foilage shrubs. Sarcococca 
rusifolia, for example, has dark 
green shiny leaves, tiny fragrant 
white flowers and shiny black 
berries. It grows only a few feet 
tall,- prospers in partial shade. It 
adds a dressy ruffle to the house 
foundation. 
Another 
attractive 
shrub is Raphiolepis indica rosea, 
known everywhere as Indian haw- 
thome. Landscape gardeners use 
this shrub often, because it offers 
so much. It is exceptionally fine 
for low planting with neat glossy 
leaves, pink flowers which come in 
the spring and early summer, and 
black bead-like berries which fol­ 
low the blooms, carrying strong 
design interest. 
There is more than commanding 
position or foundation planting in 
the garden design. There is a need 
for billowyness in the reenery, 
particularly at the garden mar­ 
gins. Cotoneaster pannosa when 
permitted to grow to its full 


height, w i t h arching branch* 
carrying white-pink flowers * 
spring and berries tumbling dow» 
waterfall - like 
in fall. s e v 3 
graceful weeping pitosporum 
lyraeoides, the narrow leaved * 
willow leaved pittisporum f ¡al­ 
together create a billowy bach* 
ground even in a tiny garden.

mortgages, the builder spokesman 
pointed out. 
While builders across the entire 
nation are affected by the drying 
up of mortgage loan funds, the 
problem in California has become 
more acute because of the ex­ 
tremely high rate of building, he 
said. Since the end of World War 
H California builders have been 
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erecting one fifth of all homes in 
the United States. Lending insti­ 
tutions financing mortgages on 
these California homes have had 
to rely on out-of-State lenders 
to buy the mortgages from them 
periodically in order to* avoid ty­ 
ing up all available home loan 
funds. This secondary mortgage 
market formed by the out-of-State 
lenders has also withered away 
leaving 
only 
the 
government’s 
FNMA (Federal National Mortgage 
Association) in the secondary fi­ 
nancing field. However, Hennessy 
points out that FNMA help is not 
available since it can buy only 
mortgages already accepted by 
lending institutions.

Newcomers to Marin hear and 
read the name “Sunny Hills” so 
frequently that they often ask, 
“What Is Sunny Hills?” 
Sunny Hills is many things to 
many people — to a distraught 
mother whose home has been dis­ 
rupted, often suddenly, by death, 
Illness, or divorce, Sunny Hills is 
» home for her children. To the 
children it is a home away from 
home where they can live and 
play with children their own age 
during their temporary sojourn. 
To the Senior Board which ad­ 
ministers the funds and directs 
the operations, Sunny Hills repre­ 
sents 106 average, hungry, healthy 
youngsters 
who 
must 
be 
fed, 
clothed, and housed. To the Junior 
Auxiliary, Sunny Hills represents 
specific goals for which they give 
the Charity Ball, the Meadow 
Club luncheons, and other money- 
raising 
events. 
To 
the 
Guilds 
which work so untiringly for the 
Grape Festival, and to the hun­ 
dreds of Grape Festival workers 
Sunny Hills r e p r e s e n t s needs 
which must be met. 
To the many doctors, both of 
Marin and of San Francisco, who 
give so generously of their time 
each child’s health is a matter of 
primary concern. 
To the large and hard-working 
staff, sunny Hills is a temporary 
home between placements, where 
the cluldren live while plans are 
made for them to return to their 
cwn homes, or, if that is not pos­ 
sible, plans are made for a new 
foster home. The staff make« a 


real effort to understand each 
child and help him to make a

SITUATED ON A BEAUTIFUL 
60 acre tract in San Anselmo, a 
portion of which was originally 
given by Gapt. Robert Dollar and 
Mrs. Phoebe A. Hearst about 1900, 
Sunny Hills has numerous build­ 
ings and cottages. Xt has com­ 
plete farm, and various recrea­ 
tional facilities such as a swim­ 
ming 
pool, gymnasium, 
play­ 
ground, tennis court, and baseball 
field. 


LIVING GROUPS of the 106 
children who live at Sunny Hills 
are 
formed according 
to 
age 
chiefly because of the children’s 
interests. 


Youngest are the nursery child­ 
ren, from three to six years. After 
the age of six, boys become Beav­ 
ers, and live in the Dobbins cot­ 
tage, under the supervision of Mr.

The C?ubs are boys from eight 
to ten years old, who live In the 
Boys’ Building, under Mrs. Mar­ 
garet Miller, a motherly woman 
who has raised a family of her 
own, and the Beavers show a 
great desire to move up into the 
next group. 


On their return from school, the 
Cubs have ball games or other 
leisure time activities, until sup­ 
per at 5:30 pm. Most of the Cubs 
have become so interested in the 
Farm that Albert Borchert, the 
Farm manager, and a graduate of 
the University 0i California at 
Davis, has organised a Junior 4-H 
dub for the Cubs. 
Rabbit-raising u their chief ac­ 
tivity, although bantam chickens 
and calves occupy some of the 
youngsters. The rabbits are a self- 
perpetuating hobby, and provide 
pets for other children. The Cubs 
keep records of 
their 
animals. 
Care of their rabbits is the Cubs 


first order of the afternoon after 
changing their clothes. 
THE FARM is one of the most 
pleasant parts of Sunny Hills, be­ 
cause there the children can have 
their own animal friends. The 
Farm also furnishes Sunny Hills 
with milk and eggs. 
Peter Summerfield is the Farm­ 
er, at Sunny Hills, and he is in 
charge of the milking and pas­ 
teurizing, He is a graduate of 
California Polytechnical School at 
San Luis Obispo, and has been at 
Sunny Hills almost a year.

SENIOR GIRLS live in the 
Girls* Building, from the age of 
eleven and up. Each has an in­ 
d i v i d u a l 
cubicle

Three years ago, the Junior 
Auxiliary i n s t a l l e d a modem 
kitchen with an electric stove in 
the Girls’ Building, and here the 
girls have cooking and domestic 
science lessons. But it is used for 
fun too-evening snacks, fudge 
parties. Twice a month, the Senior 
Girls cook dinner for themselves 
and for the Senior Boys under 
supervision. They do their own 
planning and buying. 
ALL THE CHILDREN over six 
eat in a common dining room in 
the Administration Building. For 
the most part, the children eat in 
age groups at round tables. The 
staff on duty eat with the child­ 
ren , the others eat in the staff 
dining room. 
Hamburgers, puddings,

cocktail are favorite dishes, with 
venison chops one of the greatest 
treats.

The older children go to 
the movies Friday night, while 
the Cubs and Bluebirds go on 
Saturday afterhoon. through the 
courtesy of a local theatre. Allow­ 
ances, incidently, are the same for 
all the children in an age group

Free-time activities follow Sun­ 
day School dismissal at 10:45 a.m. 
An attempt is made to allow the 
children as much freedom as pos­ 
sible, though the staff wants to 
know where they are and what 
they are doing. 
Dinner on Saturday and Sunday 
is at 12:30 p.m., followed by an 
hour’s rest period, during which 
quiet activities are allowed. A big 
ball game follows, with a real 
family get-together on the ball 
diamond. 
After 
the 
swimming 
season opens, swimming activities 
are the chief entertainment. In 
inclement weather, the shop is 
open under supervision of Mr. 
Borchert. 
DISCIPLINE is considered an 
educational process. The majority 
of the staff are college graduates, 
with special interests in child wel­ 
fare. They make a real effort to 
know each child individually, and 
not to handle each group as an 
entity. In this way, when a child 
makes progress, he is encouraged 
by receiving warranted praise. 
Minor d i f f i c u l t i e s are en­ 
countered, just as in any family— 
the child who hates to take a 
shower, or who doesn’t want to 
leave his bike-riding to come in 
for Sunday School, or who can’t 
settle down to sleep at night. 
More s e r i o u s complications, 
however, result from the very 
fact that the child is separated 
from his parents or relatives, 
which has hurt him. For, no mat­ 
ter how inadequate his home or 
his parents, the natural bond be­ 
tween them is never broken. 
No prizes are given for good be­ 
havior, 
because 
children 
when 
lonesome and unhappy are not al­ 
ways able to control their be­ 
havior. The child least able to 
help win prizes, penalizes the 
group, and is then rejected by his 
own peers. 
All of the children’s activities 
have been analyzed, and, since 
most of the things they do have 
benefit for them, deprivation is 
not used at Sunny Hills as a 
means of trying to control the 
youngsters except in some cases. 
A new psychiatric program is 
underway, with Dr. Arnold Wilson 
available four hours a week both 
to staff and children where spec­ 
ial needs arise. 
SUNNY HILLS CHILDREN now 
go to the San Anselmo public 
schools and T a m a 1 p a i s High 
School. The public schools, De 
Vries believes, do an excellent job 
of working with the Sunny Hills 
staff in order to help the children 
to make an adequate adjustment 


to school life. Children often make 
school friends on the ouUide, and 
bring their friends home after 
school to play. 
OPERATING E X P E N S E S of 
Sunny Hills, a Red Feather agency, 
are met by fees from several 
sources. Last year 
the 
Marin 
Community 
Chest gave 
Sunny 
Hills approximately 5fe% of its 
yearly operating expenses, while 
3714% came from the San Fran­ 
cisco Community Chest. The re­ 
mainder is made up by fees from 
parents, court payments, and pub­ 
lic aid. 
All the pronts of the Grape 
Festival are turned into the oper­ 
ating expenses, and go directly 
into food, clothing, and shelter. 
Very few parents are able to pay 
the full amount of the cost of the 
child’s care at Sunny Hills. 
LOCAL MERCHANTS, service 
clubs, and many individuals have 
such a personal interest in Sunny 
Hills that it receives many small 
and designated gifts either for the 
children or for the Home itself. 
The administration makes a prac­ 
tice of discussing with the child- 
den the things people want to do

There are too many “sick” prints 
and negatives emerging from too 
many darkrooms. And too many 
photographers are seeking “miracle 
drugs” to cure their ailments in­ 
stead of applying “preventative 
medicine.” 
Now listen to a professional 
darkroom doctor, J. Winton Lemen, 
manager of the film sales division 
at Eastman Kodak. His “Prescrip­ 
tion for Sick Pix” was a clinical 
diagnosis at Kent State Univer­ 
sity’s recent Photo Short Course 
and his suggested cures apply to 
all photo bugs. 
“Part of this unhealthy state,” 
he pointed out, “is due largely to: 
(1) carelessness, and <2) sloppy 
darkrooms. 
“After a while, photographers 
tend to get careless about mixing 
solutions in the exact amounts 
specified, or at proper tempera­ 
tures or when solutions are ex­ 
hausted. They get careless about 
safelight safety or masking nega­ 
tives to prevent excess light reach­ 
ing paper. 
“Sloppy darkrooms breed ‘spot’ 


for them. Basic needs are discussed 
with the staff, and numerous 
groups and individuals help to 
achieve things which cannot be 
met with the budget. In this way, 
music and dancing lessons are 
made available to any children 
who wish to take them. 
An endowment fund has been 
built up over the years by friends 
of Sunny Hills. 
That the children do leave 
Sunny Hills with happy memories 
is shown by the nuhiber of happily 
married men who return with 
their wives and children to re­ 
visit Sunny Hills and pour over 
old photographs. 
Just recently a young man with 
three children of his own came in 
to the office to say that he had 
lived at Sunny Hills for eleven 
years, and was now establishing a 
repair shop in San Anselmo, and 
would like to do some free repair­ 
ing for Sunny Hills. Incidents like 
this are rewarding to the staff. 
CHIEF GOAL of the staff is to 
help the children develop into 
emotionally 
mature 
individuals, 
with a sense of humor. TChey feel 
that if children are to become 
part of society and contribute to 
it, they must believe in something 
greater than themselves, and must 
give more than they receive. This 
belief is the foundation of the 
philosophy of child care at Sunny 
Hills. 


trouble because there's dust in en­ 
largers, bellows and cameras. They 
produce anemic prints or nega­ 
tives because the lenses on en­ 
largers or cameras are dirty. 
“So the first rules,” Mr. Lemen 
emphasized, “are elementary: Be 
Clean . . . Be Careful.” 
Now that makes sense. There are 
certain rules we learned about 
safelights which, forgotten, may 
cause a gray, almost imperceptible 
veil over our prints. In general a 
15 watt bulb in a safelight four 
feet away is recommended, or 10 
watts at three feet. In constant 
use, safelights deteriorate and the 
filter might need changing, per­ 
haps yearly. The safelight should 
be put slightly to one side so the 
light doesn’t reflect right into your 
eye. 
Brilliant, sparkling prints can­ 
not be obtained with stray light 
bouncing around the print area. 
Negatives should be masked off 
with masking tape or a negative 
carrier of the wanted size should 
be used. The wall immediately be­ 
hind the enlarger should be paint- 


ed dark to avoid reflection of any 
light escaping from lamphouse. 
The paper easel should be masked, 
too, to the size wanted. 
, 
“No fluorescent lights should be 
used 
in darkrooms,” cautioned 
Lemen. “They have an after glow 
for several hours which may be a 
factor in fogging prints.” 
i 
• • • 
MOST NEGATIVES should print 
normally on number 2 paper. If 
there is a consistent need for 
either number 1 or, 4 paper, then 
this chronic condition needs cor­ 
rection. In taking pictures, this 
may call for improved lighting or 
correct exposure. In the darkroom 
it may call for proper development 
with fresh developer at the correct 
temperature. 
j 
If the subject matter itself hat 
low contrast value, compensation 
can be made in the lighting. Oet it 
off the camera and closer to the 
subject. Move the subject away 
from the background. This will 
give more light on the subject, lest 
on the background thereby adding 
picture contrast.

FAMOUS HYMNS 
'The Sweet Bye And Bye' 
Written In One Hour 
By HORACE B. POWELL 


If ever a booklet of Wisconsin- 
made hymns is planned, S. Pill- 
more Bennett’s “Sweet Bye and 
Bye” should lead off the volume. 
Like most of the hymns that the 
world cherishes most today, Ben­ 
nett's song was born of a flash 
of inspiration that came while he 
and a co-worker, Joseph Webster, 
were busy one day in 1869 in a 
little shop in Elkhorn, Wis., mak­ 
ing a collection of music for a 
book called “The Signet Ring.” 
Webster, who was given to mel­ 
ancholy moods, was more than 
usually depressed and Bennett, 
who had found that he could best 
rouse his composer-friend from 
his blues by giving him a new song 
or hymn to work on, paused in his 
writing and said: “Well, old chap, 
what's the matter now?” “Oh, 
nothing much,” Webster answered, 


“I’ll be all right bye and bye.” 
Bennett spun around in his 
chair as the inspiration for the 
song that was to be came to him 
“like a flash of sunlight.” 
“The sweet bye and bye! That 
ought to make a good hymn,” he 
observed. “Maybe it would,” Web­ 
ster agreed. 
Bennett turned to his desk and, 
according to his own story, dashed 
off the verses and chorus just as 
they are reproduced above. Web­ 
ster took the manuscript and in 
less than half an hour had fin­ 
ished the musical setting. 
Two friends dropped in at the 
shop a little later and the quartet 
sang the hymn for the first time. 
Another friend strolled in during 
the singing and listened, fasci­ 
nated. 
When it was over, he said: 
“That hymn is immortal.” Two

Jerusalem Is Destroyed, 
People Forced Into Exile

“Zedekiah was one 
years old when he began to reign, 
and reigned eleven years in Jeru­ 
salem.” 
Alas! Zedekiah did not follow in 
the way of the Lord, but offended 
Him. He also rebelled against King 
Nebuchadnezzar of Babylonia to 
whom he had sworn allegiance. 
The prophet Jeremiah 
warned 
Zedekiah, but neither he nor his 
people heeded the warnings. 
Then the blow fell. Nebuchad­ 
nezzar ^nt his army to destroy 
Jerusalem, and they did it very 
thoroughly. They t ook all the 
treasures of the house of God and 
of the king and his princes. “And 
they burnt the house of God, and 
broke down the wall of Jerusalem, 
and burnt all the palaces thereof 
with fire, and destroyed all the 
goodly vessels thereof.” 
Sad, is it not, that after more 
than 2,000 years, human beings are 
still destroying one another's cities 
and carrying people into captivity? 
Now, however, we have more effi­ 
cient means of bringing about 
such destruction. We drop bombs 
and use other horrible missies to 
kill and maim our enemies. 
ShouldnMt all the world be on its 
knees, praying God to show us 
how to keep the peace, to forgive 
us our sins, and help us to obey 
Him and k e e p His command­ 
ments? 
Zedekiah and his people were 
carried into exile. Jeremiah too 
was carried away, but he was rec­ 
ognized by the Babylonian king 
and given his choice to stay or go 
back to his people. He chose to 
return. 
In Psalm 137 we are told of the 
desolation of the captives in a 
strange land: “By the rivers of 
Babylon there we sat down, yea, 
we wept, when we remembered 
Zion. 
“We hanged our harps upon the 
willows in the midst thereof.” 
“How shall we sing the Lord’s 
song in a strange land?” 
In Jerusalem, Jeremiah thought 
of his people who were living 
among strangers and far from 
home, and he wrote a letter to 
them, which began, “Thus said the 
Lord of hosts, the God of Israel, 
unto all that are carried away 
captives. 
“Build ye houses, and dwell in 
them: and plant gardens, and eat 
the fruit of them.” He also told 
them to marry and have families 
that they might grow strong. In 
other words, as they had sinned 
and were being punished for it by 
a just God, they were to make the 
best of the situation and “seek the 
peace of the city whither I have 
caused you to be carried away 
captives, and pray unto the Lord 
for it, for lit the peace thereof 
shall ye have peace.” 
Jeremiah warned the people not 
to listen to the false prophets in 
Babylon, and that the Lord prom­ 
ised that after 70 years of captiv­ 
ity he would take away their 
captivity and return them to their 
homeland. 
“And ye shall call upon Me, and 
ye shall go and pray unto Me, and 
1 will hearken unto you. 
“And ye shall seek Me, and find 
Me, when ye shall search for Me 
with all your heart. 
“And I will be found of you, 
saith Jehovah, and I will turn 
again your captivity, and I will 
gather you from all nations, and 
from all the places ^hither I have 
driven you, saith Jehovah; and I 
will bring you unto the place 
whence I caused you to be carried 
away captive.” 
After all this time, this proph­ 
ecy is coming true. The Jewish 
people are flocking back to Pales­ 
tine from the lands where they

Israelite children who were wen 
bom, comely of person, and well 
educated, and have them taught 
the language of the Chaldeans. 
They were to be fed from the 
king’s table, and after three years 
this eunuch, whose name was 
Ashpenaz, was to bring them be* 
fore the king. 
Daniel, Hananiah, Mishael and 
Azarish were chosen for the ex­ 
periment, but Ashpenaz changed 
Daniel’s name to Belteshazzar; 
Hananiah’s to Shadrach; Mishael's 
to Meshach and Azariah to Abed- 
nego. 
Daniel, 
however, 
r e b e l l e d 
against the king's food and wine. 
He asked the eunuch if they might 
not rather eat the simple food te 
which they had been accustomed 
and which was sanctioned by their 
religion. 
The eunuch asked Daniel if he 
wanted him (Ashpenaz) to lose 
his head by disobeying the king's 
order, but Daniel said to say noth­ 
ing, but to allow them to eat and 
drink as he suggested for 10 days, 
and then see if they would not 
appear as well nouished as the 
Babylonian boys. 
The eunuch agreed, and at the 
end of the period set, the four 
Jewish boys were taken before 
the king, an d Nebuchadnezzar 
found them fairer and fatter in 
flesh than all the other young peo­ 
ple, and “in all matters of wisdom 
and understanding, that the king 
enquired of them, he found them 
ten times better than all the magi­ 
cians and astrologers that were 
in all the realm.”

Successful Finagling Brings 
'Blue Angel' To Lark Theatre 


When “The Blue Angel” opened 
a limited engagement at the Lark 
Theater last Wednesday night, it 
was by the grace of two govern­ 
ments, a film producing company 
in Germany, the Alien Property 
Custodian 
in 
Washington, 
an 
American distributor with a flair 
for showmanship and the Film 
Library at New York’s Museum of 
Modern Art. 
There are few other motion pic­ 
tures that have had so much con­ 
tact with persons and institutions 
in high places. And the reason is, 
that there are few other pictures 
made abroad which, after twenty 
years, can command the attention 
that has recently been won again 
by this Marlene Dietrich - Emil 
Jannings classic. 
When Josef von Sternberg first 
directed “The Blue Angel,” Die­ 
trich was entirely unknown. Jan­ 
nings had appeared In a number 
of films and had already made a 
reputation as one of the world’s 
foremost character actors. First 
release of “The Blue Angel” by 
Paramount was a dubbed-English 
language version. T h e n came 
World War II. Von Sternberg had 
become an American citizen and 
Hollywood director: Marlene had 
also become a citizen but Jannings 
had practically faded out of exis­ 
tence. The war brought out the 
fact that Ufa, the German produc­ 
ing company that made “The Blue 
Angel” was still the owner of the 
picture, and so it was confiscated 
by the U.S. Alien Property Cus­ 
todian where it lay all through the 
war and for a number of years 
after until about ten months ago a 
distributing company known as 
the Classic Pictures bought the 
film. 


A strange thing about the trans­ 
action was, that the Alien Prop­ 
erty Custodian had neither tan­ 
gible print nor negative, the only 
print on this side of the Atlantic 
was at th« Film Library of the 


Museum of Modern Art. It had 
been presented to the Library 
years ago by the officials of Ufa. 
The negative was acquired, and 
other prints made.

If visions of a new coat, a 
television set, or perhaps a new 
electric appliance for your kitchen 
dance through your head, you’ll 
do well to heed the advice of 
laundry specialists and do your 
laundry at home.

In a 
series of tests on the life expect­ 
ancy of clothes commercially laun­ 
dered, three typical washable items 
were selected for the test: men’s 
shirts, women's slips, and bath 


towels. 'All articles were identical 
in make and were in use the same 
length of time. The method of 
washing was the only difference. 
In the case of men’s shirts, the 
home - washed samples took 53 
washings before they were un­ 
wearable. T h e laundry - washed 
shirts had to be discarded after 
only 26 washings. Translated into 
dollars and cents, the tests proved 
that with an average shirt costing 
from $3 to $5, the saving alone on 
would amount to from $21 to $35 
a year! The same ratio held true 
in testing the women’s slips and 
the bath towels: in every case the 
articles lasted more than twice as 
long when w a s h e d by home 
methods!
